Sabotage of War Effort 
Suspected 


POLICE IGNORE HOME 
OFFICE ORDERS 


Widespread Protests 


The Home Office gave instructions to the police to prevent 

the internment of aliens who could show that they were 
engaged on war work, including munitions, export trade, 
agriculture and food production generally. They also gave 
instructions exempting from internment the elderly. the sick 
and infirm, children, and British-born wives of aliens. 
_ in many localities the police have ignored these instruc- 
tions. So completely wholesale have the internments been 
and so panicky the xenophobia that the EVENING STANDARD 
published a satirical article headed “Why not lock up 
General de Gaulle?” Among those arrested are many 
whose whole record is anti-Nazi and many more whose 
activities have never been political. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN gives the following instances 
from Lancashire alone: 


Red Tape Or Worse ? 


A chemist who has held an important position at a chemical 
works in the Manchester district for three or four years was 
dismissed at a moment's notice (his hat and coat were brought 
out to him; he was not allowed to go to his office to bring 
them) when the factory was taken over by the Government. Two 
days later he was interned as an unemployed enemy alicn. 

A highly qualified chemist who spécialises in a branch of 
industrial chemistry in which qualified men are rare in this 
country is employed by a firm engaged on sub-contracts for 
Government orders. He has been interned. Two other men 
have been interned from the administrative staff of the same 
firm. One is an “ Aryan ” German who has been with the 
same firm for more than three years and before that was in a 
German concentration camp as a punishment for having tricd 
to help his Jewish employer when the employer § was 
expropriated by the Nazis. Together with him was interned a 
Jewish employce of the same firm who has spent three years in 
Buchenwald concentration camp, 

A man of 65 who has been interned has two sons in the 
British Army. One of the sons volunteered from Palestine for 
our Middle Eastern army; the other was with the B.E.F. in 
France, came home lately on 48 hours’ leave, and spent the 
whole 48 hours in finding his father. 

A slipper manufacturer who -established a new iAdustry 
employing 250 people in a Lancashire town, together with his 
key men, 

All the directors and chemists of a works in a town near 
ar sana engaged on chemical manufacture for the leather 
industry. 

The proprietor of a leather factory at a west coast port, who, 
with many other aliens, was ordered to leave; he came to 
Manchester and was thereupon interned as unemployed.

A distinguished German Jewish dentist who had to leave the 
west coast town where he was practising and, as he was there- 
fore without a practice, was interned within a few days.

THE BALTIC STATES ! 


339,06) More Jews Under 
Soviet Rule 


LITHUANIA “ LIQUIDATES” 
ZIONISM 


With the decision of the Baltic States of Lithuania, Latvia, 
and Estonia to become Sovict Republics and join the 
U.S.S.R. another 335,000 Jews will now come under Soviet 
sule. 230,000 of them are in Lithuania. whose total popula- 
tion is about 2,900,000: 100.000 in Latvia: and 5,000 in 
Estonia. 

The new development was in no way unexpected: and 
the pre-Soviet Governments in Lithuania and Latvia had 


already taken action assimilating the Jewish position to that . 


in Russia proper. Full rights were given to the Jews, while 
measures were taken to suppress Zionism. 

The Citizenship Law was radically amended to extend 
citizenship to everyone resident in Lithugnian territory on 
September 1, 1939. .Und& the old law. about half of the 
residents of Vilnius were not entitled to citizenship. 


Jewish Vice-Mayor for Vilnius 


Mr. Solomon Gavenda. a Jewish Labour leader. has 
become Vice-Mayor of Vilnius (Vilna). The city thus has a 
Lithuanian, a Polish, and a Jewish representative in the 
Mayoralty. 

All Zionist organisations in Lithuania, including the 
Palestine Emigration Office. were closed down as a result 
of an order of the Minisiry of the Interior for ‘the re- 
registration of all organisations and societies. At the same 
time, according to an official announcement, several “ re- 
actionary bodies ” voluntarily liquidated themselves: and it 
is stated that these include some Jewish bodies. The Vilnius 
Jewish Community and many other Jewish organisations 
are continuing their usual activities. 

The re-registration order also applied to newspapers, and 
resulted in the suspension of, among others, the Jewish 
daily Dos Wor? and the weekly Moment. 

By order of the Ministry of Education, all religious 
education Was banned from educational institutions, includ- 
ing Jewish schools. This is a severe blow to the vast 
numbers of Orthodox Jews and Zionists, apd to the 
Yeshivot. for which Lithuanian Jewry is noted. “The Press 
has meanwhile been demanding the complete suppression of 
Zionism as a “reactionary” movement. It invites the 
Jews to accept as an adequate solution of their problem 
the new Government policy of suppressing anti-Semitism 
and strictly enforcing equal rights. 

In Latvia, Der KaAmpr, a new Yiddish pro-Communist 
newspaper established in Riga in place of the Hagsnr, has 
launched a campaign against Orthodox Jews and Zionists.

To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 

Sir,—Some little time back you were kind enough to pub- 
lish a letter concerning the finances of the Jewish Home of 
Rest. [ am sorry to say the response from the Community 
was not very great, only bringing in about £30. 

Owing to the impossibility of holding charity dinners and 
concerts our income has been reduced to less than half of 
that of pre-war-days, and as a result the Committee have 
reluctantly been forced to pass a resolution to the effect 
that unless considerable funds are forthcoming the institu- 
tion will have to closé its doors on January |, 1941. Further- 
more, unless £4,000 is received before September 1, 1940, it 
will be necessary at that date to close the top floor of the 
building as a preliminary mesure. 

May | appeal through your columns to the Jewish Com- 
munity to prevent this tragedy from happening. If every- 
one were to give something, however small, we would avoid 
the necessity of asking the local relieving officers to find 
room in the infirmaries for the 57 sick Jewish people, young 
and old, the majority of whom have no homes where they 
can be looked after and who had hoped to spend their last 
weeks or months amidst Jewish surroundings.

SECOND HAIFA AIR-RAID 
Forty-six Killed 


Italian aircraft raided Haifa on Wednesday morning for 
the second time. They again flew in two waves of five planes. 
They dropped nearly 100 bombs, but did very little damage 
to property. However, they killed 41 civilhans and five police- 
men, and 88 people were injured. There was heavy anti- 
aircraft fire. 


PALESTINIAN SOLDIERS IN 
ENGLAND 


Inspected by Lord Lloyd 


Lord Lloyd, Secretary of State for the Colonies, and Mr. 
G. Hall, Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies, visited 
one of the big English Home Commands this week, and 
they inspected the Palestinian Military Awaihary Pioneer 
Corps, composed of Jews and Arabs, which came to this 
country after the withdrawal from France. Lord Lloyd 
told them that he had heard very fine reports of their 
behaviour in France, and he congratulated them on their 
fine bearing and discipline. “ Fighting and work is ahead 
for everyone until our cause is won,” he said. 

While in France the Corps did splendid work. They 
formed the major part of the battalion whose final duty it 
was to guard the evacuation of troops from St. Malo. Many 
of the men have had considerable military experience in 
the armies of other countries, and all had volunteered to 
serve as fighting soldiers.

ADVISORY COUNCIL WILL 
CONSIDER EXEMPTIONS 


Home Secretary’s Statement 


Sir JoHN ANDERSON, the Home Secretary, told the House 
of Commons on Tuesday that there could be no question 
at the present time of reversing the policy under which 
enemy aliens are being interned. 

He said the policy of general internment decided upon in 
the light of the military situation, following the invasion of 
Holland, Belgium, and France, was necessary and indeed 
inevitable, and he took full responsibility for it. 

In carrying out such a policy, however, he said, provision 
must always be made for suitable exemptions, and while 
there could be no question at the present time of reversing 
the position under which enemy aliens are interned, it was 


clear that a further examination would be likely to disclose 


a number of cases justifying the release of individuals 
interned in pursuance of that general policy. 


Mistakes Admitted 


It had been found, he said, that there were cases of 
mistakes in Carrying out the instructions regarding iniern- 
ment and a number of persons had been interned who should 
have been exempted on grounds of ill-health and infirmity. 
These mistakes must be rectified. He was arranging pro- 
cedure to secure the release of individuals who were in a 
position to render services of special value to our war effort. 
and he was setting up a small committee with authority to 
decide upon such cases. ; 

Sir Herbert Emerson and Major-General Sir Neill 
Malcolm had consented to serve on this Committee, and he 
hoped to appoint as Chairman someone who had had 
experience of high judicial office. 

The terms of reference of this Committee, he announced, 
were to keep under review the application of principles laid 
down in regard to the internment of enemy aliens and to 
make to the Home Secretary such suggestions and recom- 
mendations thereon as they thought fit: to advise the Home 
Secretary of such proposals for modifying internment policy 
as might be referred to them from time to time: and to 
examine and make recommendations in such individual cases 
or groups of cases as might be referred to them from time to 
by the Home Secretary, 


Home Office To Be Respogsible for Welfare 


The Government. Sir John declared. had decided to 
transfer to the Home Office the responsibility for the welfare 
of those aliens who were interned. The selection of the 
aliens to be transferred overseas would also be the responsi- 
bility of the Home Office. 

The Home Secretary also announced the appointmen’ of 
an advisory council to be attached to the refugee depart- 
ment of the Foreign Office concerned with questions affecting 
aliens of many nationalities in this country, including the 
nationals of countries overrun by Germany. One of ts 
functions would be to advise and assist the Home Office 
in arranging for the welfare of those detained in internment 
camps. 

[he Home Secretary said he was sure that rapid progress 
would be made both in arranging for the release from 
internment of many Germans and Austrians who could 
properly be set at liberty and in promoting the welfare of 
those whom it was necessary for reasons for which they 
were not responsible to keep in internment, Recognising 
that large numbers of them were anxious to help this 
country, it was the desire of the Government that everything 
possible should be done to alleviate their position, and in 
particular to ensure that internment should not involve 
conditions of enforced idleness. 


Members’ Reactions 


Replying to a series of supplementary questions, Sir John 
Anderson said that as regards the question of aliens generally, 
all matters affecting their interests and welfare would be withm 
the scope of the Council to which he referred im the latter part 
of his statement, It was contemplated that visits should be paid 
to the camps by and on behalf of the Advisory Council. All 
necessary steps would be taken to bring the substance of his 
statement to the notice of those who might be affected. The 
conditions under which exemption might be claimed and the 
machinery for dealing with applications would be published at 
an early date. 

Sin Wittiam Davison (Con., South Kensington) asked if he 
would have inquiries made as to conditions at Huyton camp, 
near Liverpool, and Sir John said he had already done so. 
It was clear that Sir John Anderson had made a good 
impression on the House. 


The Machinery is There 


Mayor Victor Cazater (Con., Chippenham), Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Committee on Refugees, interviewed by our 
Lobby Correspondent, said: * The Home Secretary s announce- 
ment is a tremendous advance on existing policy. It creates 
machinery “for all reasonable cases to be dealt with, and dealt 
with fairly uickly. This is, of course, on the basis that there 


can be no change in the Government's policy of iaternment. | 
personally. object to that policy but accept it as a decision of 
the War Cabinet. As | said in the House, speed is the essence 
of, the whole business.”’

LORD REDESDALE’S ISLAND 


Alleged Fascists in Defence Area 


HOME SECRETARY DID NOT 
KNOW 


Military Authorities Responsible 


In the House of Commons Mr. ArtHur Woopsurn (Lab., 
Stirling) asked the Home Secretary (1) whether he was 
prepared to take steps to prohibit residence in and occupa- 
tion of any island on the West Coast of Scotland by any 
person either formerly or at present associated with pro- 
Nazi associations or related to prominent Fascists at present 
in preventive custody; 

(2) whether regular police visits were paid to islands on 
the West Coast of Scotland. one of which was owned by 
a person formerly an associate of pro-Nazi associations: 
and what steps he had taken to ensure that their privileged 
position could not be used to the detriment of the nation’s 
security. 

SiR JOHN ANDERSON: “TI am informed that these islands 
are visited periodically by the police, and my inquiries 
do not indicate that there are any grounds for apprehensions 
of the kind to which my hon. friend alludes, or for pro- 
hibiting the present inhabitants from living there. The 
island in which | think my hon. friend is more particularly 
interested is in a protected area, and entry into it is, there- 
fore, already controlled.” 

Mr. Woodburn: “Is the Minister aware that as late as 
June 29 Miss Mitford was met by her father at Oban and taken 
by him to that island? Is he further aware that in Scotland 
we are concerned to know how it ts that known Fascists can 
live in these islands while perfectly loval people cannot visit 
their relatives who are resident in these particular areas?” 

Sir J. Anderson: “ That is a matter of which I have no 
knowledge These are areas which are in the hands of the 
military authorities.” 

Mr. J. J. Davipson (Lab... Maryhill): Wall the Minister 
not take steps to allay public opinion in Scotland which desires 


that these people who were actively associated with Fascism 
should not be im prohibited areas?” 
Sir J. Anderson: “In matters regarding security | must, I 


think, be guided by those who are responsible.” 
iA few days ago Sir John gave the following answer to a 


similar question by Mr. Woodburn: “ Those people (the father 
and the family of Miss Unity Mitiord) are not. as far as I 
know. resident on the island. | have information as to the 


persons who are there.”

FASCIST EX-ARMY OFFICERS 
The Home Office Asks for Information 


Mr. Ernest THURTLE (Lab., Shoreditch) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he was aware that ex-military officers of 
high rank of known Fascist sympathies were in a special 
degree a potential menace to national security; and whether 
he was keeping under observation the activities of such 
officers. 

Mr. Ospert Peake: “ The hon. Member will not expect 
me to give particulars as to the persons whose activities 
are being kept under observation. If. however, he has any 
individual. cases in mind and is in a position to give me 
information, I shall be very glad to receive it.” 

Mr. Thurtle: ** May 1 take ut that the hon. gentleman means 
that even if a man is of such rank as ex-major-general, the 
Department will still be prepared to investigate his activities?” 

Mr. Peake: “ Most certainly, but; of course, I can hardly 


assent to the proposition in the question that ex-military officers 
as such constitute a special danger.” 

Mr. Thurtle: “If their record shows that they have had Fascist 
affiliations and sympathies, docs not that alter the case?” 

Mr. Peake: “ 1 have asked the hon. gentleman to furnish me 
with any information which he has at his disposal, and I shall 
be very glad to have it.” 

Sin Hersert Witttams (Con., Croydon, “ Does the hon. 
gentleman agree with me that some of these ex-military officers 
are a considerable danger when they will insist on joming the 
Local Defence Volunteers?” 


THE BRITISH UNION OF FASCISTS 
Police Have List of Members 


Cot. J. C. Wepoawoono (Lab.. Newcastle-under-Lyme) 
asked the Home Secretary whether he would consider the 
internment of all persons who were members of the British 
Union of Fascists at the outbreak of the war. 

Sir J. Anderson: “ My information does not suggest that 
security considerations demand the internment of every 
individual who was a member of the British Union at the 
outbreak of war. I have already ordered the detention of 
those who were active as Organisers in furthering the objects 
of the Union, and if any persons attempt to carry on the 
work of the Union in contravention of the recent Order 
under the Defence Regulations. I shall consider whether. 
in addition to any penalty imposed by the courts in respect 
of such an offence, the detention of the offender is necessary 
on security grounds.” 

Col. Wedgwood: “ Has the right hon. gentleman the number 
of the members of the British Union of Fascists and their names, 
and are the police acquainted with the people concerned?” 

Sir J. Anderson: “ The police have had a nominal list of 
members, but how far that list represented members who. were 
actually interested in the work of the Union at the outbreak 
of the war I cannot be certain.” 


GERMAN JEWS IN PALESTINE 


Mr. Davin, Apams (Lab.. Consett) asked the Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies the position of Hebrew residents 
in Palestine who had come from enemy countries, whether 
they were enemy subjects or British protected persons, 
especially those who had been admitted for permanent 
residence. 

Mr. Grorce Hatt: “ Jewish residents in Palestine who 
have acquired Palestinian citizenship are regarded as British 
protected persons. Immigrants who have not acquired 
Palestinian citizenship retain their original status, but the 
treatment accorded to them would depend upon the circum- 
stances of each individual case.” 


THE JERUSALEM LAW SCHOOL 


Mr. Adams also asked whether the Under-Secretary was 
aware that the five years’ compulsory course of study for 
the over 20 legal students at the Government Law School 
in Jerusalem was double the period and treble the work 
prescribed by the Law Faculty of the University of London: 
and would the therefore authorise the Law Council of 
Jerusalem to grant the degree of Bachelor of Law (LL.B.) 
to those graduates. 

Mr. Hall:. “1 am not aware that the facts are as stated 
in the first part of the question. As regards the second 
part, the Law Council in Palestine ts not a body competent 
to award degrees nor is it within my power to authorise it 
to do so.” 


PRIME MINISTER'S PLEDGE 


No Refugees to be Sent Back to Germany 


Col. Wedgewood asked the Prime Minister whether he 
would give the pledge of His Majesty's Government that 
alien refugees from Hitler, now interned in this country 
would in no circumstances be handed back to Hitler, as in 
France. 

Mr. WINSTON CnyuRCHILL: “ Yes, Sir. It is inconceivable 
to me that His Majesty's Government, either now or at any 
future date, would hand over to their oppressors persons 
who had sought in this country a refuge from persecution.” 
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The Internment Scandal 


A young chemistry research student of six years’ standing at 
Manchester University, son of a famous German Jewish doctor.

After his intern- 
ment a request came from the Ministry of Labour for his help 
in the survey of man-power, for which his qualifications 
particularly fit him. 


Camouflage Expert Interned

Stern, the world-famous stage designer, of whom Mr. C. B. 
Cochran, his intimate frignd for 30 years, says: “No one 
in the world is more ater in the art of camouflage or of 
obtaining effects with substitute materials.

As a practical 


“Can We Not Return To Common Sense ?” 


“ Although the husband is a distinguished dentist and doctor, 
willing to give medical help to this country, they were happily 
giving us help in the house, unti! they were forcibly sent away. 
Ihe husband is maintained (though quite insufficiently fed) at 
the expense of the country, in internment. I have to support 
the wife and litle boy in London, and pay for the help which 
she had been giving in this house. This is at a time when all 
our incomes are reduced, and when yet higher taxes are on 
the threshold. 

“Can we not. return to common sense, and benefit by the 
work of such tried friendly aliens, driven out from their own 
country? If necessary, make their guarantors respons.bie for 
their good behaviour.” 

Seventy-five families, the total population of College 
Buildings, Wentworth Street, E., have signed a petition for 
the release of three local traders who were taken away at 
less than an hour's notice. The three interned men have 


conducted their businesses across the road from the entrance’ 


to College Buildings for between 30 and 40 years. They 
are Morris Winter (69), who runs a vegetable barrow; 
Isaac Lester (65), keeper of a small shop; and Harry 
Provisor (47), whose “ success story” is one of the legends 
of the district. Provisor. starting as a Polish immigrant 
lad of 13 selling pins in Wentworth Street, has built up a 
name as wholesale dealer. But he still lives with his aged 
mother, wife, and three children over the retail shop in 
the street where his struggle began. His British-born brother 
is in the London Police Force. 


Research Workers 


The Executive Committee of the Association of University 
Teachers have passed the following resolution: 

* The Committee affirms its conviction that a high proportion 
of the exiled university teachers and research workers now in 
British internment camps are completely loyal to the British 
cause. It points out that prior to their internment many of 
them were actively assisting our war effort. Their potential 
value to the national effort makes it desirable that their cases 
should receive early consideration, and that those who estab- 
lish their claim to be genuine refugees from Nazi or Fascist 
oppression should on their release be given full opportunities 
to work for the overthrow of their oppressors.” 

The National Council of Labour met on Tuesday at the 
House of Commons, and Mr. Attlee, Mr. Greenwood, and 
Mr. Dalton were present. There was a discussion on the 
internment of aliens, and from representatives of the T.U.C. 
theré was criticism of the absence of consultation before 
the Home Secretary decided on his new policy and on the 
constitution of his Advisory Committee. The T.U.C. and 
also the Labour Party, because of their relations with forei 
Socialists, maintain that they have special knowledge on the 
general subject and particular acquaintance with individuals 
which should be helpful to the Home Office. 

The employment of aliens was discussed at Tuesday's 
meeting of the London County Council. Mr. Charles 
Latham informed Lord Manvers that under Government 
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instructions of May 30 the employment by the Council 
of German, Austrian, and Stateless aliens was terminated 
forthwith. That instruction was extended to Italians on 
lune 11. By reason of specific Government instruction 
it was not possible to employ enemy aliens in any hospital 
or institution where Service patients were treated. Any 
matter for investigation was not for a committee of the 
Council, but for the appropriate Government authorities. 

The responsible Cabinet Committee is presided over by 
the Lord President of the Council, Mr. Neville Chamberlain. 

Among a spate of letters of protest in the Press is the 
following from Dr. J. J. Mallon, of Toynbee Hall, which 
appeared in THe Times on Tuesday: 


Dr. Mallon’s Indictment 


“ It is hard to write with composure about the present treat- 
ment of friendly aliens in East London. How can one explain 
or excuse the internment of elderly men, many of them invalids, 
who have lived here blamelessly for 40 or 50 years? Men 
who have not been away from London for 20 years; men who 
have occupied a single residence for half a century; men who 
are ailing or who have ailing wives; obscure and helpless men 
about whom the Synagogue and their neighbours know all that 
can be known: men of whom it is not even pretended that there 
is any suspicion, are being or have been interned in scores. 

“It does not seem to weigh with the authorities whether or 
not these now being interned were interned during the last 
war, or whether or not they have sons fighting with the Colours. 
Nothing seems to weigh with them except that men are alien 
and not over 70. Such men are taken at short notice, often 
inconsiderately and harshly, and apparently without leave to 
communicate with their families. It is hardly credible, though 
it is true, that innumerable families in East London do not 
know the whereabouts or the condition of aged and feeble 
fathers or grandfathers who were whisked away from them a 
weck or a fortnight ago. I spend much of my time receiving the 
representatives of such families. Two who suspect that their 
fathers are in hospitals in Surrey have gone this (Sunday) after- 
noon to visit these hospitals on the offchance that they may 
be right and be allowed an interviesv, or given information. 
Both of these men are about to join up: in what heart they will 
do so can be imagined. 

* Surely in the interests of sanity and humanity and of the 
national cause the Government will intervene.” 


Conditions in the Camps 


Of conditions in the internment camps the following letter 
written by a prisoner in Huyton Camp, near Liverpool, to 
REYNOLDS NEWS may give an inkling: 

“ The camp is a disgrace. There is no material for cleaning. 
Each pergon has a palliasse and three blankets. There are no 
tables and no chairs. Food is quite inadequate. ... There 
have been two suicides in one week. ... There is a lack of 
even the most primitive medical supplies. It ts essential that an 
impartial. Englishman should look into the matter, which ts a 
barbaric disgrace. After being put into Category C (friendly 
aliens) we. are now treated Worse than prisoners of war. It 
takes eight to ten days to get a sheet of notepaper, and the same 
time to dispose of some money. The canteen charges fabulous 
prices. Newspapers can only be obtained through unofficial 
channels, and at prices to match, and so rumourmongers have 
their own way with us.” 


“ Who Is Responsible ? ” 


The Press continues its scarcely availing protests. In a 
leading article entitled “ Shame “ the EVENING STANDARD on 
Tuesday wrote: 

“It is folly. A brilliant chemist, perhaps the most brilliant 
in Vienna, a Jew, sought to escape. He was refused a pass- 
port by the Gestapo: in a foreign arms factory he would be too 
precious. But he did escape. He came.to England. He has 
been locked up. Another committed suicide rather than face 
an English * concentration camp. In Germany Jewish doctors 
are commandeered to work; a placard was even hung in Ant- 
werp appealing for their return to * the Fatherland. We still 
keep many Jewish doctors behind barbed wire. We are locking 
up our friends, some who are skilled, all who are ready to work. 

“ It is worse than folly. li is sabotage against our war effort. 
It is a damnable crime againsi the good name of England. We 
want to know: Who is responsible? When will it stop? Mem- 
bers of Parliament who love England will make it their business 
to-day to find out. And until full amends are made for this 
outrage we would prefer Lord Halifax to spare us his homilies 
on ‘the meaning of freedom.’ 


ROUND THE WORLD TO 
PALESTINE 


From Portugal in 45 Days 


Preparations are being made by a Portuguese steamship 
company for weekly sailings to Palestine. The route would 
be by way of the Cape to Mozambique and through the Red 
Sea. The journey would take 45 days. 

Palestine immigrants from the Balkan States are trying 
to proceed by land route through Turkey, but conditions in 
Syria are believed to be blocking the route. 

Messages received by the American Joint Distribution 
Committee reveal that 600 Polish Jews who entered Italy 
before Italy came into the war, en route to Palestine. are 
stranded in Trieste. They are seeking help in reaching either 


Greece or Piskon, from where they could continue their 
journey to Palestine.

Mr. Schiff Appeals for Funds 


Mr. Otto Schiff, Chairman of the Jewish War-Refugees 
Committee, has issued an appeal for funds to aid Jewish 
refugees from Belgium and Holland whose number in 
England has been increased by recent arrivals from France. 


While the Government allowance to all refugees from the 


recently invaded countries is available to those whom the 
Committee is aiding, Mr. Schiff points out that there are 
needs of a specifically Jewish character, such as kasher food, 
etc., which the Government allowance cannot cover. The 
roblem, he declares, is of a temporary nature, but while it 
asts if 1s urgent. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


INDIVIDUALITY 


if 1 am not for myself, who will be for me? And 
beine for myself, what am 1? And if not now, when? 


This well-known aphorism of ilillel, in the first chapter 
of the Perek, is obscure by reason of its epigrammatic form, 
It is perhaps best interpreted .s the eminent Rabbi's reflec- 
tion upon the subject of human individuality, which he 
views from two distinct angles. 

He first regards it as a striking characteristic of the human 
species. It is a commonplace that persons differ in external 
appearance, but equally in disposition, habits, and ideas, 
Even brothers and sisters, sharing the same heredity and 
environment, vary in the most extraordinary manner. This 
individuality reveals itself almost from the commencement 
of life. Parents observe temperament even in the infant 
child. At an early age, apparently, the human being ts 
endowed with a personality which develops with the passing 
of years. The consequence of individuality is that every 
person is to some extent self-centred and conducts his life 
primarily in the interests of self. 

A measure of self-consciousness is, accordingly, quite 
natural and part of our endowment. It is the all-powerful 
instinct of self-preservation which makes us put ourselves 
first in our thoughts and induces us to act upon the 
principle “If I am not for myself, who is for me?” We 
all feel that we have our life to live, and the responsibility 
of ordering our life rests with us. And so there grows 
within us the sense of our importance in our Own cyes 
and the feeling that we have to look after ourself and our 
welfare, because nobody else ‘will do it so fully for us. 
As the consequence of this impulse, with rare exceptions 
we all create for ourselves a world which is essentially 
egocentric. 

True as this characterisation may be, we know full well 
that it does not express the v ‘ole truth. In addition to 
being possessed of individuality, we are also endowed with 
emotions and feelings which draw us like a magnet to our 
fellow-creatures. Aristotle mghtly defined man as “a 
gregarious animal,” that is, a person who prefers to live 
in a group. However strong be our love of self, few of 
us wish to live alone. The hermit, who cuts himself off 
from all intercourse with other men and prefers complete 
solitude, is not normal. The average person contemplates 
tfiat kind of existence with horror, and yearns for company. 
It is said that the worst misery of a prison is the loneli- 
ness which it inflicts upon those who are shut up within its 
walls, and a dreaded punishment takes the form of solitary 
confinement. The Talmud tells the story of a man named 
Choni who, like Rip Van Winkle, fell asleep for seventy 
years. When he awoke, he discovered that all his friends 
and acquaintances were dead. He was unknown, friendless, 
and isolated. In his wretchedness he prayed to God, “ Send 
me friendship or death.” 

When we bear this fact in mind, we understand why Hillel 
continued with his second question, “ And being for my- 
self, what am 1?” Were we consistently to act upon the 
principle of absolute individuality, what should we be? 
We should have to sever all family ties. Parent, husband, 
wife, brother, sister, child—-these would all become mean- 
ingless terms. The joys of companionship and social service 
would have to be sacrificed. And what would remain? Self 
and nothing more. But what is that worth! It therefore 
follows that to live for self alone and over-accentuate our 
individuality is to destroy all that is best and most enjoy- 
able in life. We obliterate the finest features in human 
nature if we allow self to take complete possession of us. 

The maxim of Hillel hence points out that there are two 
conflicting forces within the human breast. In the earlier 
stages, the force of individuality is the more assertive. Youth 
is selfish and forgetful of ties and obligations which should 
be sacred. The unhappiness which children so often cause 
to their parents springs from this cause. But with most, 
riper experience and fuller knowledge of the world smooth 
away the sharp edges of individuality and then we under- 
stand that we are only units in a large body with ties 
binding us all together. We awaken to the truth that our 
fellows have duties towards us as we have towards them, 
and life is sweetened by this mutual dependence. 

To every normal man and woman such an awakening 
comes at some time or other, and then Hillel's third ques- 
tion applies, “ If not now, when?” The moment we realise 
the deeper purposes and higher opportunities of living, and 
perceive the interdependence of men as against the claims 
of individuality, we should act upon this superior interpreta- 
tion and reshape our philosophy of life. To put off doing 
so is to prefer the bad to the good. Nothing can quicken 
this realisation so effectively as the ideal of Judaism which 
proclaims as the true aim of living, “to find grace and good 
understanding in the sight of God and man.” 


YOUTH’S DAY OF PRAYER 
Central Services in Larger Communities 


The Chief Rabbi was a signatory, together with the heads 

of the Christian Churches, of a letter to the Press last week 
announcing that, in response to the general desire of the 
youth organisations throughout the land, a Day of Prayer is 
being arranged. In the services on that day, the youth of 
the nation, whose whole future depends on the issue of the 
present struggle, will take a special part. 
_ Dr. Hertz is to indicate to the Jewish Congregations the 
lines on which they can respond to this call during the 
service on Sabbath, August 10; and he will also send out 
the Prayers for the Central Service which the youth organisa- 
tions of the larger Communities will arrange for August 11. 
In London, the Central Service will be held at the Great 
Synagogue. 

In a further communication addressed to this paper, the 
Chief Rabbi says: 

* Men and women of all denominations are offering prayer 
at 12 noon daily, in the spirit of humility and faith, for the 
survival of the fundamentals of our common civilisation. It 
is my earnest wish that Jewish men and women likewise offer 
up at the same hour brief prayer either as individuals or in 


groups. Such prayers are, course, quite independent of the 
three statutory daily services,”’

Obituary 


DR. MAX BODENHEIMER 


Pioneer German Zionist 


One of Dr. Theodor Herzl’s close collaborators died 
in Jerusalem last Friday in the person of Dr. Max. 
Bodenheimer. He was 75 years old. . 

Dr. Bodenheimer was born in Stuttgart and early became 
interested in Zionism. In 1891 he published a study on 
“ Palestine and Syria as a refuge for Russian Jewry,” and 
a few years later established, with David Wolffsohn, the 
first Zionist society in Cologne. After joining Dr. Herzl he 
was admitted to his inner circle of friends, and was a 
member of the delegation that accompanied Dr. Herz! in 
1898 on his famous journey to Constantinople and Palestine. 
where he met the Kaiser. He played a prominent part in 
the foundation of the Zionist Organisation at the first 
Zionist Congress. As a lawyer, he helped to frame the con- 
stitution of the Organisation, and later of the Jewish 
National Fund, of which he was Chairman for some time. 
Dr. Bodenheimer was for some years President of the Zionist 
Organisation of Germany, a member of the Actions Com- 
mittee, and, on several occasions, Vice-President of the 
Zionist Congress. 

Dr. Bodenheimer settled in Palestine after the World 
War and continued actively, in speeches and articles, to 
demand full implementation of the Palestine Mandate. He 
is survived by a son, who is a professor at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. 

‘Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, President of the Jewish National 
Fund and father-in-law of Professor Bodenheimer, 
delivered the eulogy at the funeral on Sunday. 


MR. DAVID LEWIS 
A Link With Mombach 


The Great Synagogue chorister of seventy years ago. 
Mr. David Lewis, whose entry into the ranks of 
octogenarians we recorded two months ago, passed away on 
Tuesday. 

From the age of ten onwards David “Lewis was chorister, 
soloist and leader in choirs conducted by the famous Jewish 
composer Mombach and others. Under Mombach he sang 
at the Great and New Synagogues and later he was in the 
Dalston and Stoke Newington Synagogue choirs. To 
last he remained a member of the Choir Committ the 
Great Synagogue. 

Mr. Lewis was connected with the old Jewish Working 
Men's Club at the time it was in Hutchison Street and in 
1881 he formed a dramatic company there. 


MISS HANNAH PIZER 
Educational Reformer 


Mr. Sipney Scott writes the following tribute to Miss 
Hannah Pizer, who passed away at Aylesbury last week: 

Hannah Pizer was a woman of sweet and kindly disposi- 
tion but essentially virile and courageous. She was 
appointed, at a very early age, Headmistress of Jews’ 
Infant School, Buckle Street, then one of the largest schools 
in Londen. One of the pioneers of nursery schools, she 
instituted many educational reforms which earned high 
praise from the inspectorate, and she saw such reforms 
being adopted by L.C.C. and other educational bodies. At 
all times, she gained and held the esteem and respect even 
of those who realised that they had to give ground to her 
restless energy. Uncompromising in her own clear-cut 
judgment, she was able, nevertheless, to work with those 
holding different views where there was a common purpose. 
Of this I am certain: education is much richer because of 
the life of Hannah Pizer. 

Her serene and dignified outlook on life was an inspira- 
tion to those with whom she came into contact. The deepest 
‘sympathy is extended to her two sorrowing sisters, one of 
whom, Miss T. Pizer, is the present popular Headmistress of 
Jews’ Infant School, Buckle Street, now evacuated to 
Aylesbury. 


Mr. Cuartes Duveen, brother of the late Lord Duveen, has 
died im New York at the age of 68. Known as a good judge of 
Elizabethan panelling, he purchased many fine examples from old 
English houses for American museums.

REDMANS ROAD TALMUD TORAH 


Acute Financial Plight 


, MR. GOLDBLOOM’S MISSION TO 
CANADA 


Presenting the report at the 38th annual members’ meeting 
of the Redmans Road Talmud Torah at 61. Redmans Road, 
Stepney, last week, the Headmaster and Secretary, the Rev. 
J. K. Goldbloom, said that since the war the Talmud Torah 
had gone through a most critical time. 

After the reopening of the Talmud Torah last October. 
said Mr. Goldbloom, the number of children who returned 
had reached a total of about 130. Now, after the second 
evacuation, the numberof children attending was about 
70. The Talmud Torah Trust and the Federation of 
Synagogues had contributed to the costs of the Talmud 
Torah. 

For some time he himself had worked without receiving 
one penny from the Institution, Mr, Goldbloom informed 
the meeting, and he had subsequently and up to to-day 
received only half of his pre-war salary. All the extra 
income which the Talmud Torah had had before the war 
had stopped. But he was very grateful to the family. of 
Marks and Sieff who had contributed £200 to the Talmud 
Torah last February, and to the Ladies’ Society which had 
given the same amount. About £65 had been contributed 
by the members of the Felpham and Middleton Hebrew 
Congregation (where Mr. Goldbloom took some classes 
until recently). To-day the financial position was such 
that the Talmud Torah was in debt to the extent of over 


Mr. Goldbloom concluded by telling the meeting that he 
had been asked by the Zionist Organisation to undertake a 
specia! mission to Canada. The Committee of the Talmud 
Torah had decided that for the time being his eldest son 
(Mr. A. Goldbloom) should act as head teacher and Secre- 
tary. Mr. A. Mundy would act as Honorary Superintendent. 

Mr. S. Brotmacher, one of the Honorary Auditors, sub- 
mitted the balance-sheet which, together with the report, 
was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Phil Hyams, the President, the other Honorary 
Officers, and the Committee were re-elected en bloc. 

Tributes of affection and appreciation of Mr. Goldbloom’s 
work for the Talmud Torah were paid by Mr. A. Goldstein, 
who presided, and Messrs. Phil Hyams, N. Fisher, A. Mundy, 
N. Steinberg, M. Wilenitz, D. Hope (on behalf of past pupils 
of the Talmud Torah), and Dr. S. R. Landau.

UNITY NOT YET ACHIEVED 


Mr. Rutenberg’s Plea 
“FOLLOW BRITAIN’S EXAMPLE!” 


Criticism of the survival of party politics in Palestine at 
a time of great danger and a strong plea for unity and 
discipline were voiced by Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg, head of 
the Vaad Leumi, at a Press conference in Jerusalem, during 
which he announced reorganisation of the Vaad Leumi 
Executive. 

The Yishuv, Mr. Rutenberg declared, was still subject to 
the destructive influence of party strife and was not succeed- 
ing in self-organisation. 

“Why,” he asked, “cannot we follow Great Britain's 
example of Beaverbrook working with Bevin? | am a 
devoted servant of our great and unfortunate nation, ready 
to sacrifice myself to the last drop of blood, but if the 
situation does not change, all sacrifice is wasted. Palestine 
Jewry now stands exposed by itself and cannot expect help 
from abroad. 

“We must be ready for the greatest sacrifices to meet 
these dangers,” he said. “ But instead of constructive work, 
I am ashamed that I have spent months in persuading the 

rties of the necessity of unity and have only now estab- 
ished an Executive of nine, which expects the utmost disci- 
pene, co-operation, and assistance from every one at this 

our of danger.” 


REVIVAL OF BUILDING ACTIVITY 


(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Jumping from 35,100 square metres of floor space during 
the last three months of 1939 to 43,600 square metres in the 
first quarter of this year, building activity in the principal 
towns of Palestine showed a noticeable revival. During 
the first quarter of 1939, the building licences granted 
aggregated 45,100 square metres. 

The figures were in respect of Jerusalem, Jaffa, Haifa, 
and Tel-Aviv. But in Jaffa the increase was 186 per cent. 
and at Haifa 22 per cent.; in Jerusalem there was a drop 
by 57 per cent. and at Tel-Aviv by 21 per cent. 


CANA NITE SWASTIKA 


[From our /Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 
‘Completing the excavations at Tell Jerishe, site of an 
ancient Canaanite fortified port north of Tel-Aviv, Pro- 
fessor E. L. Sukenik, of the Hebrew University’s Depart- 
ment of Archaeology, found a broken earthenware jug 
dating from 1400 B.c.e. On the handle was stamped—a 
Swastika. 

Many examples\ of the Swastika have been unearthed 
during archacologi¢al excavations in the Near East. Some 
time ago excavators at Dura Europos, in Syria, found the 
symbol stamped on a large number of vessels. 


ALUMINIUM FOR THE ASKING 


The following paragraph appeared in REYNOLDS News 
last Sunday: “Lord Beaverbragk’s appeal for aluminium 
pots and pans has provoked an ‘I told you so’ attitude among 
the Jews in Palestine. There are big aluminium deposits 
around the Dead Sea which the Jews wanted to develop. 
The British Government, afraid to stimulate Jewish industry 
in Palestine, refused permission and thus strangled at birth 
an alternative source of supply which we now need.”

THE Z.O. AND THE N.Z.O. 


Rumoured “ Get Together’’ Steps 


PRESSURE ON DR. WEIZMANN 
STOPS PROGRESS 


There have been persistent rumours during the past 
month of negotiations between the Zionist Organisation and 
the New Zionist Organisation for the purpose of securing 
co-operation in certain vital matters (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative). 

From information which I have obtained—from N.Z.O. 
sources, | would stress-—I gather that the brief facts con- 
cerning these negotiations were as follows: 

Some four weeks ago Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Israel 
Sieff attended a small luncheon party at which some non- 
Jewish personalities of note in political and military spheres 
were present. The subject of the scheme for raising a 
Jewish army was mentioned by the non-Jews present with 
very warm approval, and in reply to an inquiry Dr. Weiz- 
mann expressed himself as generally in favour of such a 
scheme and as anxious to co-operate with Mr. Jabotinshy 
in its working, despite the fact that he (Dr. Weizmann) was 
opposed to Mr. Jabotinsky on a number of political issues. 
Dr. Weizmann mentioned that he would probably be paying 
a visit to America in the near future, when he would 
endeavour to make contact with Mr. Jabotinsky for the 
purpose mentioned. 

On the day following the luncheon, Mr. Sieff met Mr. 
Briscoe, the Irish Parliamentarian and one of the N.Z.O. 
leaders, and briefly outlined the conversation referred to. 
As a result, a meeting between Dr. Weizmann and Mr. 
Briscoe was arranged for July 5. Dr. Weizmann at that 
meeting confirmed his anxiety to co-operate if possible 
with Mr. Jabotinsky in the Jewish army scheme. Mr. Briscoe 
suggested that the N.Z.O. should cable to Mr. Jabotinsky 
informing him of the gist of Dr. Weizmann’s remarks and 
that the text of the cable should be submitted to Dr. 
Weizmann for his initialling. 

The text of the cable was presented that afternoon, but 
delay. followed delay in the matter of initialling it; with 
the ultimate result that Dr. Weizmann’s initials were never 
obtained and the cable was not sent. 

't is generally believed (concludes our representative) that 
while Dr. Weizmann was personally most anxious to take 
this step towards Zionist unity and towards a really hope- 
ful strengthening of the present precarious position of Jews 
in the world, the very strongest pressure was brought to 
bear upon him by certain persons in the Zionist Organisa- 
tion who regard with apprehension any contacts with or 
approaches to the New Zionist Organisation and who viewed 
with concern the proposal to dispatch the cable in ques- 
tion. 


LAND PRICES RISING 
J.N.F.’s Need of Funds 


Mr. Aaron Wright dealt with various aspects of Palestine, 
with particular reference to the purchase of land, when he 
addressed a meeting of the Anglo-Palestinian Club on 
Thursday evening of last week. 

If he were asked, said Mr. Wright, to sum 5 Rem out- 
standing aspects of the history of the Zionist Movement 
during the period which had elapsed between the two 
great wars of the 20th century, he would say that politically 
they had fought an almost continuous rearguard action, 
whilst economically they had registered an almost consistent 
advance, 
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If they looked ahead for five years there was, he stressed, 
more than enough land to buy. The limiting factor was 
not the regulations or the amount of land available for 

urchase, but it was the total of resources available to them 
ioe land purchase. He reported in this connection that there 
had been a distinct hardening of prices in the very recent 
past, and that they expected prices to rise fairly substantially 
in the near future. The position being what it was, the 
J.N.F. had been most anxious to use every possible means 
for accelerating the process of land buying, and they had 
obtained some loans. 

The meeting was presided over by Professor Namier. 


YOUTH ALIYAH PROBLEMS 
The Shipping Shortage 
TEACHERS AND CHILDREN INTERNED 


In all the agricultural centres where children who came 
to this country under the sponsorship of Youth Aliyah are 
trained, extensive preparations are being made for their 
departure to Palestine. 

All the necessary forms have already been completed, 
the extension of passports, the issuing of identity papers, 
etc., have been seen to. But the departure is stiil doubtful. 

The only possible route to Palestine is now via South 
Africa, India, Basra, and for this route many visas are 
necessary. Most of them have already been secured. But 
even if this question is settled, there still remains the prob- 
lem of shipping facilities. For the solving of this matter 
negotiations are in progress, and Youth Aliyah appreciates 
the very kind help given to it by all the organisations which 
are interested in the re-emigration of these children. 

During the last few weeks the work on the farms in 
England has had to face great difficulties, as some of the 
farms were situated in protected areas. Teachers and 
children over 16 were interned, not only from farms in 
protected areas but in other districts too. Some places had 
to be entirely evacuated, and all the organisations working 
for the sake of Youth Aliyah are doing all they possibly 
can to keep the remaining farms open. 

Through these difficulties the preparations for the Aliyah 
have suffered immensely, especially in the case of those 
people who were interned. Great efforts are being made to 
come to an agreement with the authorities about how to 
settle all these problems as soon as possible so that the 
continuation of this useful work will be guaranteed.

THE NEW CZECH GOVERNMENT 
Britain’s Official Recognition 
M. MASARYK’S PRO-JEWISH STAND 


The recognition by the British Government of the Czecho- 
slovak National Committee as the Provisional Government 
= Czechoslovakia is a matter of extreme moment for Czech 
ewry. 

Among the members of the new Government sworn in 
this week by Dr. Benes, the President. is M. Jan Masaryk, 
former Czech Minister in London and son of the late

“Czech and Jew, Be United!” 


M. Masaryk is a strong supporter of Jewish rights, and 
has made no secret of his desire to see the Jews restored 
ta their former equal status in Czechoslovakia. On being 
presented with a Bible at a meeting organised by the Federa- 
tion of Czechoslovak Jews in London last December, he 
declared: “I opened the Bible at the Psalms, and there 
it is written, ‘And the Lord will abhor the bloody and 
deceitful man." We are the victims of a bloody and deceit- 
ful man, for no crime except that we lived in an exposed 
part of Europe. The Jews are his victims because they are 
the sons and daughters of a proud race. I do not wish 
to return to our country unless our Jews return with me. 
Czech and Jew, be united!” 

Mer Jan Sramek, the new Prime Minister, is described 
in an official Czech bulletin as having always been an 
ardent believer in social progress, humanitarian democracy, 
and religious toleration. 


DR. BENES’S CREDO 
An Enemy of Nazi Barbarism 


The news that the Czechoslovak National Committee 
has been recognised by Britain as the Czech Government, 
with Dr. Benes as President, coincides with the publication 
of a moving booklet by Dr. Benes on the sufferings 
of Czechoslovakia under Nazi rule. “ Nazi Barbarism in 
Czechoslovakia” (George Allen and Unwin, 6d.) answers 
the question of why the Czechs are determined to oppose 
the Nazis to the end; and it concludes with a clear note 
of confidence in the future: “ Czechoslovakia is .. . to-day 
doing her duty to Europe and the ideals of freedom, and 
she will do that duty to the end.” 

The President is fully aware of the part anti-Semitism 
has played in the Nazi plan of conquest of his country, and 
he is determined that the new Czechoslovakia will have 
none of it. He shows how the Nazis were themselves 
compelled to introduce the Nuremberg Laws in _ the 
Protectorate because even the Nazi-controlled Government 
was restrained from yielding by the “ traditional Czech 
sense for religious, racial, and social toleration.” The Nazis, 
says Dr. Benes, used “ Aryanisation™ in order to seize 
Jewish property for themselves. No single piece of Jewish 
property went to Czechs; and almost the whole of the 
great Czech industry was Germanised. The economic 
annihilation of Jews and Czechs was accompanied by 
wholesale murder. 

Dr. Benes takes his stand among the champions of equal 
rights. “I consider it necessary, in this present age of 
perverted moral ideas,” he states, “to declare with pride 
that Czechoslovakia for a period of twenty years knew 
no anti-Semitism.” 

One day, Czechoslovakia will see the dawn of a new era 
of justice and toleration. 


ANTI-JEWISH AND ANTI-CZECH 
Nazi Demonstration in the Protectorate 


Anti-Jewish, anti<Czech demonstrations organised by 
Konrad Henlein’s Sudeten German Party are reported from 
Brno (Bruenn), in the Czech Protectorate. The demon- 
strators smashed shop-windows and shouted: “Send the 
Jews to Palestine! Send the Czechs to Argentina!” 

A number of Jews have been arrested in Brno and Pilsen 
on charges of having agitated among Czech workers in 
favour of sabotage of Germany's war effort. 

The Slovak Government has announced that all land 
owned by Jews in Slovakia will be appropriated for the 
benefit of “ Aryans” only. 


* KEEP CALM,” RUMANIAN LEADER 
TELLS JEWS 


The Rumanian Government has cancelled the Govern- 
ment subsidy of 1,000,000 lei (about £1,200) previously 
given annually to the Jewish religious Communities. 

General Popescu, the Minister of the Interior, last week 
received Dr. Wilhelm Filderman, President of the Union 
of Jewish Communities, and requested that the Jewish 
population keep calm. He added that he was taking steps 
3 suppress agitation which might lead to disturbance of 
t ace. 

The United Rumanian Jews of America have issued a 
protest against the anti-Semitic policy of the Rumanian 
Government. Rumania’s difficulties, says the protest, cannot 
be solved by the persecution of Jewish citizens or by the 
spilling of Jewish blood. -

FRENCH JEWS TRAPPED 
All Frontiers Closed 


Fewer than 2,500 of the quarter of a million Jews in 
France are believed to have escaped from the country. 
The great majority of those who remained are in the 
unoccupied area, but are under orders from the Vichy 
Government to return to their homes in accordance with the 
Armistice stipulation for the repatriation of refugees. 

Emigration has now become practically impossible. Since 
the Spanish authorities have closed the frontier with the 
unoccupied area, there is no egress from France except 
through occupied territory. But any person wishing to leave 
the occupied area by way of the Spanish frontier or one 
of the Nazi-controlled French ports must report with his 
passport and French exit permit to the local Nazi authorities. 
As a result, Jews and other anti-Nazi refugees are trapped 
in France and have no way of escape. 

Eichmann, the notorious Gestapo “expert” on Jewish 
affairs, who was formerly Nazi Commissar for Jewish 
affairs in Vienna, is now in Paris, it is reported, to supervise 
the return to Belgium’and Holland of Belgian and Dutch 
Jewish refugees. Eichmann is a native of Palestine, where 
he lived in the German colony of Sarona. 


“SURRENDER THE REFUGEES!” 
Nazis Warn Petain 


The Pétain Government is being accused of lack of energy 
in rounding-up Jewish refugees from the Third Reich and 
handing them over to the German authorities in accordance 
with the terms of the Armistice. The German Government, 
it is declared, cannot tolerate such a state of affairs. All 
refugees connected with the anti-Nazi campaign in France, 
including Jews, Catholic priests, Austrian Monarchists, and 
Czech and Polish political leaders, must be surrendered 
without delay. 

Anti-Semitic outrages commitied in France by Nazi 
vandals-have created widespread indignation not only among 
the Jews but among the French people. A monument to 
Jewish soldiers who fell in the last war, erected in the 
Synagogue in Rue de la Victoire, in Paris, was demolished. 
In Seeenens, Metz, and other towns in Alsace and 
Lorrfine, the Nazis have publicly burned Jewish books 
found in local libraries. 


Doriot and De La Roque 


Discussing the situation in the unoccupied area, the 
former Paris correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 


says that there appears to be “some disagreement on the 


treatment of Jews.” The Croix de Feu, he declares, favours 
tolerance, while the Action Francaise advocates application 
of Nazi methods. 

De la Roque, the head of the Croix de Feu, has on 
several occasions repudiated anti-Semitism. Some time 
before the war, speaking at Casablanca, in French Morocco, 
he said that anti-Semitism was a danger to a civilised 
community. 

About the same time, the rival Fascist leader Doriot was 
also touring in North Africa. He told an audience that if 
he came to power all Jews would be provided with pass- 
ports for Tel-Aviv. Ships with trapdoors, he added, were 
also useful for dealing with Jews. At present, Doriot is 
being suggested by some quarters as a potential “ French 
Fiihrer (subject, always, to Hitler's consent). 


A communiqué issued by the Vichy Government withdraws 
citizenship and confiscates the property and: fortunes of all 
Frenchmen who fled the country without authorisation during 
the period May 10 to June 30. 


The Vichy Government has issued a decree empowering it to 
revoke the citizenship of any naturalised Frenchman merely 
by notifying him and by publishing his name in the Official 
Journal. 


ANTI-SEMITISM AT POLISH CAMP 
IN BRITAIN 


Authorities’ Strange Inaction 


[From a Correspondent] 


Disquieting reports are current of anti-Jewish tendencies 
in a camp in Britain where Polish refugees who have arrived 
from France are stationed. Anti-Jewish leaflets have been 
distributed by non-Jewish inmates, and attacks on Jews are 
reported. Attempts by Jewish leaders to induce a better 
atmosphere have so far failed, and the Polish authorities 
seem to be doing little to curb anti-Semitic activity. It 
would be sufficient for the Polish Consulate or some other 
official quarter to explain to the non-Jewish elements the 
true position to stop undesirable actions. But so far 
those in whose power and interest it is to foster good rela- 
tions between the two groups of Polish refugees have done 
nothing of the kind. In some cases Polish officers are said 
to be the chief culprits: it is alleged that they are inciting 
their subordinates. 

Polish-Jewish representatives in Britain are, I learn, to 
take up the matter with their authorities. 

Considerable slackness is also shown by the Polish Ccuw 
sulate in London in restoring Polish citizenship to Jews 
wrongfully. deprived of it by the former Government 


HEROES OF NARVIK 
Gallantry of Polish-Jewish Soldiers 


Numerous stories of Jewish heroism in the fighting at 
Narvik are being told by Polish soldiers who have reached 
this country. The Polish units, among whom were several 
hundred Jews, played a great part in the capture of Narvik. 
Many Jews lost their lives in the struggle. One Jewish 
officer had to order the troops under his command to retreat, 
and he himself held the enemy back in the meantime. He 
fell at his machine-gun post. 


DEGRELLE’S NEW TASK 
Corrupting the Belgians 


The Nazi authorities in Belgium have discovered that 
the policy pursued by them so far in relying on their own 
agitators to teach the Belgian people the blessings of 
racialism has proved a failure. And so they have decided 
to make more use of the anti-Semitic Rexists to propagate 
Nazi principles and Jew-baiting. 

Léon Degrelle, the Rexist leader, who had been arrested 
by the Belgians before the invasion and sent to prison in 
France, has now been released, and has re-established con- 
tact with his Party, as the German News Avency puts it. 
Anti-Jewish incitement is already growing, but fortunately 


the Belgian people, who are mostly anti-Nazis, are paying 


little heed to the mouthings of Hitler's friends. 
BELGIAN JEWISH LEADER’S ARREST 


[From our former Antwerp Correspondent] 


M. Numa Torczyner, reported arrested with a number 
of Belgian refugees in France, was one of the most out- 
standing and popular figures in Antwerp Jewry. 

President of the Belgian Zionist Federation, delegate to 
the Consistoire, one of the founders of the representative 
Council, he was connected with every’ movement serving 
the interests of the Jewish Community. His greatest achieve- 
ment was the organisation of the Antwerp. Refugee Com- 
mittee, over which he presided. His brother is Dr. Harry 
Torezyner, Professor of Hebrew Philology at the Hebrew 
University in Palestine.

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STUPIDITY OR MALICE? | 


EVEN with the fullest appreciation of the Home 
Secretary's difficulties and commendable _ personal 
inclinations and a no less acute realisation of the national 
situation, it is impossible to express satisfaction with 
Sir JoHN ANDERSON’S latest statement on the refugees 
muddle. It made frank confession of mistakés. It 
promised rectification. It held out hopes of saner treat- 
ment. It referred to new machinery of administration. 
But at the end of it all, the gravest doubt remains how 
far these promises will carry things towards improve- 
ment, unless the spirit which has produced the present 
wretched mess is changed. 

We are told that it is still “necessary and indeed 
inevitable “ to pursue the policy of general internment 
—that is to say, the policy of clapping into camps the 
innocent as well as the suspect and the guilty, and then 
relying on subsequent inquiry or pressure to have the 
harmless and useful released at some time or other. 
Sir John admits the slapdash nature of the method, and 
speaks of enlarging the categories of exemption, pro- 
posing, “as soon as possible,” to publish a full state- 
ment on that point. Until that explanation is available 
it is impossible to say whether it will mean much or 
little. 

There is to be new machinery. We are to have an 
Advisory Committee to assist the Home Secretary in 
dealing with the problem of the control of aliens of 
enemy nationality.” But the hands of this Committee 
are to be tied. It can suggest and advise, but not initiate. 
There is also to be another advisory body, this time 
called a Council—to distinguish it, no doubt, from the 
Committee. This will, apparently, be concerned with 
all aliens not of enemy nationality. Something was also 
said on the question of the emigration of refugees. This 
is, as we have urged, a matter which should play a 
capital part in refugee policy. But all the information 
vouchsafed on it is that the selection of aliens to be 
transferred overseas will be a responsibility of the Home 
Office, and that another organisation for the discharge 
of these responsibilities is being speedily set up. Of the 
principles by which the selection will be guided and the 
scope and extent of their operation, nothing has been 
revealed. 

There is, in all these committees and promises, no 
hint of any root-and-branch reform of past methods, 
and therefore no guarantee of a change of spirit. It is 
a patriotic duty to speak bluntly on this point. The 
Home Office is directly responsible for a great deal of 
the tragic incompetence which has besmirched the fair 
name of this humane land. Its Chief, kindly and well- 
intentioned, admits, in his statement to Parliament, that 
persons have been interned who should have been 
exempted on grounds of ill-health and infirmity, and 
who must now be released with the least possible delay. 
Why has not the release been effected already? Why 
has it been necessary to scourge the inefficiency and 
worse of the Department before a move is made—or 
rather is promised to be made, for in practice the Home 
Secretary's promises seem to be flouted by the adminis- 
tration? Why are doctors and scientists, whose ability 
is of unquestioned value to the nation, together with 
harmless scholars still obstinately held in duress, in the 
teeth of indignant clamour? And why have helpless 
victims, young and old, been whisked away without 
time given them to settle their affairs or inform their 
relatives, often to be sent overseas without their rela- 
tives’ knowledge—and all this in flat contradiction of 
official instructions? 

The truthful answer to these questions might well 
reveal a spirit of ugly treachery in certain influential 
quarters, treachery which rejoices as much in inflicting 
misery upon Hitler’s refugee enemies as in damaging the 
interests of this country. Lower down the executive 
ladder, is it an excess of suspicion to suggest that though 
for the most part the police have exhibited tact and 
consideration, there have been instances here and there 
where those of Fascist sympathies have seized the oppor- 
tunity to pay off old scores, and in particular to avenge 
the arrest of the Fascist leaders? 

It is all very well for the Home Secretary to promise 
this, that, and the other! But what if the Home 
Secretary is systematically frustrated and his decisions 
obstructed and sabotaged by a few prejudiced under- 
lings in his and other departments—for it is impossible 
to believe that such stupidity as could innocently com- 
mit this bungling could attain responsibility in Govern- 


ment departments. Multiplying committees will not 
help. Division of authority between the Home Office, 
the War Office, and the Foreign Office will only provide 
an ideal maze, in and out of which the official saboteur 
can safely run for cover for his deliberate bungling. 

There is only one method of tackling the whole sorry 
situation, and that is by making a clean sweep. Lord 
Cecil has suggested the transference of the refugee 
problem from the present chequer-board of authorities 
to a fresh body—a specially created Ministry for 
Refugees. The problem is certainly vast enough to 
justify such a step. Such a Department would start free 
from old obsessions and prejudices. It would have no 
accusations to meet, no past errors to repent or 
prejudices to renounce. And unfettered by other 
Ministries, and free from all control save that of the 
War Cabinet and Parliament, it would shape coherent 
plans and ensure that they were carried out. To this 
drastic cut-away from the bad old past it must come in 
the end. 

But time presses. Americans, and other peoples still 
free, are watching to see whether Britain, fighting for 
humanity and freedom, will, through what appears like 
official panic, sacrifice both in snatching at victory. 
They are straining their eyes to discover whether free 
England is still free. A friendly American citizen writing 
in THe Times this week against “the present intern- 
ment policy ~ assures us that it is “ degrading Britain 
in the eyes of the world, and is bringing disillusion and 
suffering to innocent people and potential friends.” The 
British good_name, and the not inconsiderable material 
advantages it brings, calls for a swift end to the present 
blundering, dishonouring, and utterly un-British system, 
and for swift dealing with those responsible for stabbing 
their country in the back in this way. 


THE SAME OLD STORY 


- OTHER commentators have dealt faithfully with the 
Fihrer’s latest harangue, have exposed its hypocrisy, its 
mendacities, its childish self-adulation, and the very obvious 
trickeries which it sought to launch. What concerns us 
here, however, is the prominence Hitler gave-to Jews as 
the authors of all the nations’ troubles. When peaceful 
revision of treaties “ threatened to be crowned with success,” 
he moaned, “the Jewish capitalist warmongers, their hands 
stained with blood, saw their tangible pretext for realising 


their diabolical plan vanish into thin air. Once again we. 
witnessed a conspiracy of rich corruptible political creatures . 


and money-grabbing financial magnates, for whom war was 
a welcome means of furthering their business ends.” No 
one, of course, would challenge Hitler's expert familiarity 
with “rich (or poor) corruptible political creatures.” But 
what he really was trying to do in this speech was to get 
away with his loot by the old trick of seeking to persuade 
his enemies that this was a Jews’ war from which they ought 
now to desist. 


It was by the same old plausible swindle, by making 
the Jews “ Germany's misfortune,” that he manceuvred his 
way to power in the first instance. But to-day it is incredible 
that any sane peoples, outside the stifling ignorance of 
German control, could allow themselves, after all that has 
happened, to be fooled in this way. They have seen the 
so-called “Jewish capitalists” beggared by the war, as 
every one of them knew before it began would be the case. 
They have seen rivers of Jewish blood flowing. And in 
the massacres and new slaveries inflicted upon Jews they 
have seen the Nazi miscreants moving to their goal—the 
subjugation of free peoples, the domination of the world, 
the overthrow of the Christian faith. Hitler's trick is played 
out. His “ lullaby ” grows monotonous. He has become not 
only a nuisance by an insufferable bore. And so the free 
peoples waste no time nowadays on his dreary sing-songs. 
Instead they “go to it”—to the business of smashing him 
and his beastly confederates beyond hope of resurrection. 


THE PRAYERS OF THE CHILDREN / 


A PROPOSAL has been put forward by representatives of 
juvenile organisations and endorsed by the spiritual leaders 
of the nation, including the Chief Rabbi, that an opportunity 
should be given to the youth to take their own special 
part in the prayers now being offered on behalf of the 
country. To this end it is suggested that members of youth 
Organisations, and young people generally, should be 
invited to attend their churches or Synagogues on Sunday, 
August 11, and to join then in special services of interces- 
sion and of dedication to the service of God and of this 
land. The idea is a happy one, deserving to be used not 
only on a single occasion but more often. After all, as 
has been urged, it seems only right that the youth of the 
nation, whose whole future will depend on the issues of 
the present conflict, should be enlisted in the truly national 
service of prayer. It is right, too, that they should be 
penetrated so far as may be by knowledge of the spiritual 
aspects of the struggle and of where final deliverance must 


be sought and found. In this way these inheritors of the 


morrow may come through the turmoil of to-day, with its 
doubts and its relaxations of discipline, imbued with the 
presence of a ruling Providence and with faith in His 
guidance, which are the surest weapons in the British 
armoury. “There is one thing we can all do,” said Lord 
Halifax in his broadcast last Monday, “ soldiers, sailors, 
airmen, and civilians, men, women, and children, all 
together, which may be much more powerful than we know. 
And this is to pray.” And the most powerful of all prayers 
may be that which comes from the heart of the child, -

WHERE TO INQUIRE 


THe Board has also set up an office at Woburn House, 
which will co-operate with other bodies in assisting would- 
be volunteers. It will welcome inquiries. There is, it is 
gratifying to report, abundant evidence that the vast 
majority of Jews and Jewesses are doing their utmost to 
help the nation in its tremendous emergency. But, as in 
other communities, there may still be some who, while 
anxious to do their bit, are not certain where they could 
* fit in,” or have no idea of the wide range of opportunities 
that offer, or just don't know how to “go about it,” and 
who therefore drift hesitantly, and in the end do nothing. 
We urge them all, every man and woman, to bestir them- 
selves immediately and take full advantage of the facilities 
now provided. 


DESPICABLE TRAITORS 


UNFORTUNATELY it is true that; again as in other sections 
of the population, there have been one or two in our com- 


. munity—Jews in name rather than in spirit—who have not 


merely, from the causes above stated, stood aloof, but who 
have descended to base behaviour inimical to the national 
interests. It is difficult to write of such renegades in 
language of moderation. Not only have they, like “ fifth 
columnists and others of the same type, shown a cynical 
ingratitude for the blessings received in this free land, 
not only have they revealed a selfish and scandalous dis- 
regard for the mighty moral as well as material issues in 
the present struggle, but they have wantonly shamed the 
name of Jew, outraged every Jewish teaching, and gone 
as far as they could to belittle by their conduct the all-out 
sacrifices which countless Jews are making in the great 
cause. If such a thing as a formal cherem could be possible 
to-day, these criminals, dead as they were to the cries of 
Jewish suffering abroad, would have richly earned it. There 
is .certainly no reason why their coreligionists should not 
ostracise them. And there is not a little to be said for 
the suggestion that any member of the Community possess- 
ing any reliable information as to similar individuals— 
if any such are still at large—should pass it on to the 
Jewish Defence Committee to be used as that Committee 
may think desirable. 


DUTY OF OUR LAY AND CLERICAL LEADERS 


One more word on this matter. There is a positive duty 
on our leaders, lay and clerical, to keep the less well- 
informed in the Community keenly, vividly aware, through 
speech and writing, of the importance of the things at stake 
in the war. Broadcasts and the press are doing something 
in this respect. But faint hearts and simpletons, Jew and 
non-Jew, need to be buttressed against roaring propaganda 
from abroad and whispered defeatism at home, both of them 
Goebbels methods, preying perhaps on possible war-weari- 
ness. To provide this in the case of our own Community 
is an obvious task not to be overlooked or shirked. 


COMFORTS FOR INTERNEES 


A LETTER in another column, from the joint Hon. Secre- 
taries of the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, 
makes an appeal for gifts of books for the benefit of our 
interned brethren. The request is surely deserving of a 
sympathetic and ready response. The only question is 
whether the needs of Jews in the internment camps are 
not such as to demand a special Welfare Committee for 
their provision, the work of the above-named Council being 
largely, if not mainly, devoted to the internees’ religious 
requirements. The disgraceful panic internments of recent 
weeks have swept into the camps a great many who are 
entirely innocent of enmity to this country and whose 
mental standards cry out for satisfaction. It is a tragedy 
that, in the wearing incarceration to which they are sub- 
jected, they should be deprived of the things they love 
best and yearn for most—the literature that will enable them 
to pursue their studies and solace their souls. 


IMPROVING CONDITIONS 


Nor is it 4 question of books alone. The food in some 
of the camps requires supplementing. Toilet requisites are 
hard to come by. And then there are other com- 
forts which, to men deprived of their full liberty, are 
really vital necessities, and which such a Committee as we 
have mentioned could offer. At the same time the Com- 
mittee would accumulate experience of camp life which 
might form the basis of many improvements in its condi- 
tions. The whole question of the camps is now being 
officially reconsidered and the time is therefore opportune 
for at least a consideration of the suggestion we have made.

INTERFERING IN DEPUTIES’ WORK 


The Aliens Committee of the World 
Jewish Congress 


From Professor SELIG BRODETSKY 
(President, Jewish Board of Deputies) 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.——-In an editorial note headed Et Tu Brode itn last 
week's issue Of THE CHRONICLE, you express surprise 
that I should by my presence at a meeting of the Executive 
Council of the British Section of the World Jewish Congress 
have acquiesced in the setting up by that body of a com- 
mittee “to take further action in reference to the position 
of aliens,” and that I should thus have appeared to connive 
at a step tending to disunion in the Community. 

The fact that lone present at the meeting might, I suggest, 
have led you to the very opposite inference. | have, as 
you indicate in the same paragraph, done everything I could 
since I was elected President of the Board to advocate and to 
bring about that unity in the Community which I believe 
to be a fundamental basis for the successful prosecution 
by the Board of its heavy tasks and an essential prerequisite 
for its recognition as the representative body authorised to 
speak and to act for the Community. But in pursuing unity, 
| have not sought primarily cither to incorporate or to 
suppress other bodies. I have instead tried to achieve this 
end through the friendly co-operation of all groups and 
individuals that are with goodwill working for the common 
good of the Jewish Community. 

You will, | hope, agree that this approach is by no means 
inconsistent with this aim which | readily acknowledge 
your influential journal has done so much to further. 

The Committee set up at this meeting of the British 
Section of the World Jewish Congress would, | was assured, 
act in unison and in co-operation with the Board. 


May I presume further on your courtesy to refer to the 


letter from Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, on the Joint Foreign 
Committee? | 

The Board, at its last meeting, recognised the necessity of 
the Joint Foreign Committee in the present emergency by re- 
newing for a further period of three years the agreement 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association relating to the Joint 
Foreign Committee. It will, indeed, as he indicates, have 
many problems to deal with, and it will be in the closest 
touch with the Executive Committee of thé Board. 

1 heartily endorse his plea that every support and 
encouragement should be given to the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee im its vital task for the benefit of our fellow-Jews in 
other countries.

Committee, despite the fact that this work is being undertaken 
by the Deputies, and do so, moreover, with the tacit approval 
of the President of the Deputies, is this not encouragement for 
other bodies with more or less high-sounding titles to act 
similarly in other spheres? ~ Yet it is just this duplication of 
function which leads to confusion, which wearies and annoys 
those outside the Community who are concerned with our 

roblems, and wastes both communal energy and substance. 

forse still, it lowers the status of communal effort in general, 
and certainly deprives the Board of Deputies, which is striving to 
establish central authority by consent, of the principal reason 
for its existence. 

Our objections on this occasion will be seen, therefore, not 
to concern the personal action of the President but a matter 
of principle. The Board of Deputies has got to establish itself 
as the generally recognised and officially accepted representative 
body of the Anglo-Jewish Community—or it might as well cease 
to exist. It can only so establish itself if those charged with 
its leadership stamp on every example of overlapping and 
officious duplication of Deputies’ work by other bodies or 
individuals, however much “ goodwill” for the common good 
such bodies or persons may harbour. “ Friendly co-operation ” 
with those who create disunity there cannot be. Every strong 
leader knows that.—Ed., J.C.

CRUELTY OF WHOLESALE 
INTERNMENTS 


Severely Condemned by Mr. Laski 


(From our Correspondent— MANCHESTER} 


In his presidential address to the annual meeting of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews held at Franken- 
burg House on Sunday, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., severely 
condemned the Government's methods of dealing with the 
internment of refugees and aliens. 

He could not understand, said Mr. Laski, why the 
Government of this country, which had been known for 
centuries for its love of liberty, should have interned men 
who had been living here 30, 40, 50, and even 60 years. 
Further, if, as had been repeatedly said in Parliament, 
refugees placed in the C category were regarded as trust- 
worthy, it was an outrage upon the liberties of these people 
to cut them off from their families. These refugees and 
aliens were much safer people to have about than many 
English Fascists who were still at liberty. The internment 
of these people meant also that their families, being 
deprived of their breadwinners, would become. dependent 
on public relief. He understood that internees’ families 
would get the same assistance as people on the P.A.C., and 
the local Jewish Board of Guardians would be able to give 
them assistance according to P.A.C. rates, but no more. 

Mr. Laski said he was in correspondence with Lord Croft 
and Mr. Peake regarding many very hard cases. The 
replies had been sympathetic and he hoped to secure the 
release of several people. Mr. Laski quoted several par- 
ticularly hard cases of internment, including that of a man 
who was suffering from diabetes, ulcer, and haemorrhage 
of the bowel; and of another man who as far back as 1915 
had been released by the camp doctors from another intern- 
ment camp on account of his chronic ill-health. 

It was only the humanitarian attitude towards this 
question which had been displayed by the Chief Constables 
of Manchester and Salford that had- spared the local 
community some very terrible tragedies. 


The Cost of Naturalisation 


Mr. Laski announted that the Lancashire County authorities 
had agreed to make a grant towards the expense of Jewish 
visitation work which fell within their area. There was also 
a prospect of allowances being made by the Manchester Cor- 
poration in connection with Jewish visitation work in Manchester 
hospitals. The Council was continually assummg new responsi- 
bilities, proceeded the President, and he felt that H# was only 
right that the Shechita Board, which derived a great deal of 
its income from the rank ano file of the Jewish community 
whom the Council was serving, should give financial support 
to the Council. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree (President, Manchester Shechita Board) 
ave an assurance that any proper call from the Council would 
be sympathetically considered and by the Shechita Board. 
Mr. Sicree suggested that as soon as it was practicable the 
Council should. assist poorer members of the Community to 
obtain naturalisation. Mr. Laski commented on this that, had 
previous Governments redeemed their promises to reduce the 
cost of naturalisation, many of the present tragic cases of 
internment of aliens would never have occurred. Mr. Sicree 
also suggested that the Jewish authorities should consider the 
opening of a small Jewish burial ground in the Isle of Man, 
where there were many internees. There had been a case of 
death there a few days ago and it was estimated that the cost 
of bringing the body to Manchester for Jewish burial would 
be as high as £50. 

Councillor A. Moss reported on the work of the local Jewish 
War Refugees sub-Committee, and Councillor Dr. J. Shilosberg 
on the arrangements made with both the Manchester and Salford 
Corporations regarding the burial on plots of land at the 
Southern Cemetery and near Agecroft of such .Jewish air- 
raid victims as did not belong to any Jewish burial board or 
society. 

On the proposal of Mr. S Classick, Treasurer, it was agreed 
that the affiliation fees for membership of the Council should 
henceforth be as follows: Synagogues, Class A. £3 3s.: Class 
B. £2 2s.; Friendly Societies and Charitable Institutions, £1 1s.: 
Institutions (non-Charitable). £2 2s. 

The Council agreed that present Executive Officers and Com- 
mittee continue im office for the ensuing 12 months and that 


any vacancies be filled by co-option.

HOSPITALITY 


Kindness to Foreign Soldiers 


[From our Correspondent} 


The Glasgow Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Branch of the 
British Legion is playing a prominent part in entertaining 
a large number of Jewish soldiers now serving with an 
Allied Army in this country. Members of this force are 


continually accorded hospitality at the premises of the 


branch in Abbotsford Place. 

Soldiers who are staying overnight in the city are being 
accommodated in the homes of several ex-servicemen, who 
refuse to accept any payment, although most of them are 
working men, and in some cases unemployed. 

These Jewish soldiers embrace a wide variety of pro- 
fessions and trades. They include doctors, lawyers, dentists, 
journalists, engineers, business men, and factory workers. 
Some of them speak as many as five languages.

Three Types of Jewish Leader 
LEEDS MEMORIAL MEETING 


{from our Correspondent) 


Sir Montague Burton, presiding at a crowded meeting 
arranged by the Leeds Jewish Students’ Association at the 
Jewish Institute last Sunday, in memory of Theodor Herzl, 
C. N. Bialik, and Nahum Sokolow, said that inspiration 
could in these difficult days be derived from. these three 
great leaders of the Jewish people, who had fought a great 


battle without flinching or yrelding. 


The Rev. E. Kahan read a paper on Bialik which had 
been prepared by the Chairman some years ago, and the 
Rev. S. Stern sang some songs from Bialik’s works. 

Professor S. Brodetsky delivered an address, in which he 
contrasted the three leaders. 

Herzl, he said, belonged to the assimilated type of Jewish 
family which kept us religion in a separate compartment and 
had not that full appreciation of the Jewish question. Herzl 
approached the Jewish problem entirely from the outside. At 
one time, in fact, he had thought that the solution of the 
Jewish problem would be for all Jews to become Catholios. He 
was not the founder of Zionism: his great contribution was that 
he gave organisation, form, and order to the disorganised mass 
of Jewry who were already groping after Zionist aspirations. 

Bialik, on the other hand, was a thorough Jew. Born im a 
village, educated at Cheder and Yeshiva, he became a profound 
Jewish scholar, and was probably the greatest writer of Hebrew 
since the days of the Bible. His work was so powerful that 
he managed to change completely the mental attitude of his 
generation, and he raised Jewry from an attitude of passive 
suffering to one of fighting self-emancipation. 

Nahum Sokolow was an entirely different type again from 
Bialik or Herzl. He was the greatest Jewish journalist of his 
time, a very great scholar, and a great diplomat. He was 
probably the greatest single influence in bringing about the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate.

SERVICES TO LEEDS TALMUD TORAH 
RECOGNISED 


Presentations to Mr. Stross and Mr. Nathan 


Presentations of illuminated addresses were made to Mr. 
Maurice Stross and Mr. Max. Nathan at the annual nomina- 
tion meeting of the Leeds Talmud Torah, in recognition 
of their many years services as Chairman and Treasurer 
respectively. 

In his opening address, the Chairman, Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, 
said that the problem of evacuation had been energetically 
dealt with by the Talmud Torah, and services and teachers 
were provided in every centre where there were more than 
six Jewish children. The generosity of the Board of 
Shechita had helped them to carry out this work. In appeal- 
ing for increased support from all sections of the Com- 
munity, Mr. Hurwitz said that the victory for which every- 
body was working would be barren to the Jews unless they 
retained the traditions of the past. 

In making the presentations to Mr. Stross and Mr. 
Nathan, Rabbi H. Hurwitz said that Mr. Stross had already 
shown that-his interest in the Talmud Torah had not ceased 
with his resignation of Chairmanship. He was as keenly 
alive as ever to its needs, and could always be relied upon 
for active co-operation and sound guidance. Mr. Nathan, 
said Rabbi Hurwitz, had shown a talent for organisation, and 
had successfully invented new sources of income, with the 
result that the debt of the institution had been reduced to 
very minor proportions. 

After Rabbi J. L. Astrinsky, the Rev. A. S. Super, and 
Messrs. S Wolfson, D. lL. Sandelson, O.B.E., S. Miller, and 
J. Porton had spoken, Mr. Stross and Mr. Nathan responded. 

The retiring Committee were re-elected en bloc for twelve 
months, and Mr. L. H. Couplan was elected co-Treasurer 
with Mr. S. Miller.

MUSSOLINI’S “HAW-HAW ” 
Englishmen Who Aided Italian Fascism 


The news that Lieut.-Colonel Cyril Rocke. a British sub- 

ject living in Italy, has had his pension stopped by the 
War Office for having staved on in Rome to broadcast for 
Mussolini, throws an interesting light on the activities of 
4 number of Englishmen who during the past few 
years acted as a transmission belt for Italian Fascist propa- 
ganda in this country. (THE JewisH CHRONICLE recently 
referred to Lieut.-Colonel Rocke and others of them.) 
, Lieut. Olonel Rocke, who is 61 and who lives in the 
Palazzo Orsini in Rome, has, apart from his broadcasts, 
written pro-Mussolini pamphlets and articles which have 
circulated in Britain, particularly among Fascists. Some 
time ago he contributed an article on “ Mussolini. Defender 
of the Faith,” to an Anglo-lialian publication called 
’ Fascist Europe,” issued in Italy under the auspices of 
the National Institute of Fascist Culture. of Pavia. On 
several occasions, according to a/Dany Express report, 
he visited England. Once he fetched a message of greeting 
from Mussolini to @ group of sixty M.P.s. According to 
Who's Who,” Lt.-Col. Rocke’s recreations are: Rearma- 
ment and Anti-Communism.” 


Contributors To B.U.F. Publications 


Another British resident in Italy who took a leading part 
in pro-Mussolini propaganda is Mr. John Drummond, who 
issued an “Italian Press Digest’ from Rapallo, and who 
has contributed to Mosley’s Britis) UNION QuaRTERLY. A 
fellow-resident in Rapallo is the American poet Ezra Pound, 
who has also written for Fascist Europe, the B.U. 
QUARTERLY, and Mosley’s Acrion. He is a pronounced 
anti-Semite. 

There have been several Other interesting names among 
past contributors to Fascist Evropr. One was the Rev. 
H. E. B. Nye, Rector of Scampton, Lincolnshire. who was 
recently detained under the Defence Regulations. He, too, 
was an anti-Semite and a frequent contributor to ACTION. 


POLICE-CONSTABLE DETAINED 


Curfew for Known Fascists 


P.C. Symonds, of the City of London Police, was detained 
by City detectives under the Defence Regulations this week. 
P.C. Symonds, who has been over 10 years in the Force, 
was a member of “ The Link” and the British Union of 
Fascists and was recently suspended from duty. 

Other recent detentions fave included those of 
Compton Domvile, son of Sir Barry Domvile, formerly head 
of “The Link’: Mrs. Bertha Graham (described as a member 
of the B.U.F.), wife of the vicar of Old Bolingbroke, Lincs. 
(who was sentenced to one month's imprisonment last week 
for ringing the church bells contrary to Government order), 
Clarence Crock Hoare, Secretary of the Altrincham branch 
of the B.U.F.: and Philip Shelmerdine, of Wilmslow, 
Cheshire, agent to the B.U.F. candidate in the recent 
Middleton and Prestwich by-election 

“ertain British subjects of known Fascist sympathies and 
liveng in the London area have been ordered to remain 
indoors between midnight and 6 a.m. They are also for- 
bidden to go more than five miles from their homes with- 
out official permission. Other restrictions ban their posses- 
sion of cars or maps. In some cases their radio sets have 
been confiscated. 

The curfew and restrictions. ordered by Sir John Ander- 
son. are similar to those imposed on enemy aliens. 


‘‘] AM NOT A FASCIST” 
Lord Redesdale and the Nazis 


Lord Redesdale last week declared, in reply to questions 
about him in the House of Commons (see “ Parliament” 
in this issue): “I have always been most bitterly opposed 
to any form of Fascism. | can only suppose that lam believed 
to be a Fascist because my daughter married Sir Oswald 
Mosley. This marriage, however, was a secret one, and I 
was not told of it until months after it had taken place. 
In point of fact, moreover, | do not even know Sir Oswald 
Mosley. I have seen him upon only two occasions in my 
life, both some years ago. Upon the first I was introduced 
to him in someone else's house and said, ‘ How do you do?’ 
Upon the second I did not even speak to him. Nor have I 
ever attended any of his public or private meetings.” 

The charge ggainst him of being a Fascist, he concluded, 
was completely untrue. 

But Lord Redesdale appears to have been barking up the 
wrong tree. It would be unjust, indeed, to blame him for the 
views of his daughters, Unity Mitford and Lady Mosley, or 
his son Thomas Mitford. No one to-day will attempt 
entirely to dissociate Fascism from Nazism, and Lord 
Redesdale’s personal activities as a friend of Nazis are 
a fact which cannot be argued away. He was a member of 
the pro-Nazi “Anglo-German Fellowship,” and was a 
member of the Council of “The Link,” the notorious 
organisation which was headed by Sir Barry Domvile (now 
interned). 

With his daughter Unity—as the Damy Sxercn reported 
at the time—he visited one of the Nazi congresses at Nurem- 
berg as Hitler's guest of honour. In 1938, after Munich, 
he declared in the House of Lords: “The gratitude of 
Europe and the whole world is due to Herr Hitler.” Early 
in 1939 an article by him advocating an agreement for the 
return of former German colonies was published in the 
Nazi Press. Lord Redesdale’s name figured among the list 
of guests at Ribbentrop’s celebrated dinners at the German 
Embassy in 1937 and 1938. 


INFORMATION CAMPAIGN CONTINUES 
“ Telling the People” in the East End 


There was a marked increase in attendance at the third 
meeting of the East End Information Campaign, organised 
by the Council for Jewish Adult Education, at the Jewish 
Free Reading Room, last week. 

The Council's Organising Secretary, Mr. Myer Domnitz, 
speaking on “ Britain's Greatest Hour in Her History,” gave 
a general survey of the present situation. He quoted the 
Premier's brilliant statement of our policy: “ To wage war, 
by sea, land, air, with all our might and with all the 
strength that God can give us; to wage war against a 
monstrous tyranny, never surpassed in the dark, lamentable 
catalogue of human crime.” 

The lecturer declared that the people as a whole had 
proved themselves worthy of this, the greatest and finest hour 
in the history of these islands and the Empire. Never before 
had the outside world, of those who sympathised with the 
life-and-death struggle Britain was waging for such a splen- 
did cause, been so impressed by the masses of ordinary folk 
ready and eager to take their part in the “ Battle for Britain.” 
At this crucial turning-point in the history of humanity, it 
was a good omen for the final victory that the good sense 
and high courage of the men, women, and children in the 
towns and villages had not been impaired by air raids and 
the “ war of nerves.” 

Warm thanks were expressed by Mr. Domnitz, on behalf 
of the Council, to THe Jewish Curonicice for making known 
the details. of their campaign of enlightenment.

BOYS’ CLUB MOVEMENT GOES 
FORWARD 


New Centres and New Enthusiasm 


[From our Clubs Correspondent) 


Most organisations consider themselves fortunate these 
days if they can maintain their positions without losing 
ground. Among the minority who have actually advanced 
their position can be numbered the Association for Jewish 
Youth. 

‘rue, many of the senior male clubs under the zgis of the 
A.J.Y. have been weakened owing to the Services “ call-up,” 
but the junior (under 20s) clubs established before the war 
have. by a great effort on the part of the fast-dwindling 
number of managers, admirably maintained an adequate 
standard of strength and usefulness. But the Association's 
work has not stopped merely with the maintenance of the 
pre-war clubs. Clubs which, although founded before the 
war, were as yet inadequately housed have been given 
accommodation. 

A good example is the. Hackney Boys’ Club, which, when 
Hitler marched into Poland, saw most of the plans for its first 
club building vanish into thin air. Hard work by Club officers, 
of whom the Chairman, Mr. H. B. Roland, must be mentioged in 
passing, backed by the AJ.Y., the Jewish Youth Fund, and 
the National Fitness Council, made it possible to revise the 
plans when all seemed lost, with the result that a fine club 
building (which I have found well filled with members and 
excellently run) has been established during the war. 


Deciding Factor in Community's Future 


Then there is the Stamford Hill Boys’ Club, to whose new 
remises 1 referred last week Its plans for new premises 
roken up by the war, temporarily housed in unsuitable quarters, 
with litthe money and less h , the Club was eventually saved: 
its almost lifeless body has been carried into new premises at 
69, Stamford Hill, where it is recovering m an amazing manner.

Douglas Schonfield at their head), the AJ.Y., and a few friends 
who are far-sighted enough to realise the importance to the 
Community of the Jewish Boys’ Club movement. It does not 
pay immediate dividends, but in the long run the deportment of 
our Community as a whole is largely decided by the number of 
Jewish working lads who are given the opportunity of coming 
under the influence of sane leadership and good companionship.

YOUTH CENTRE IN STOKE NEWINGTON 


The Stoke Newington Jewish Literary and Social Club, 
which meets at the Hall of the Stoke Newington Synagogue, 
Shacklewell Lane, was founded some four months ago by 
a group of young people, with the encouragement of the 
Minister, the Rev. M. Lew, and the Synagogue authorities. 

The Club aims to foster a spirit of fellowship among 
Jewish youth, and membership, which is open to young 
men and women between the ages of sixteen and. twenty, 
is already approaching the first hundred. The Club meets 
on Monday and Wednesday evenings and indoor activities 
include lectures and debates, dances and socials. Among 
outdoor activities are swimming and tennis, and week-end 
camps.

WAR SERVICES OF STEPNEY 
CLUB GIRLS 


The annual report of the Stepney Jewish Girls’ (B'nai 
B'rith) Club, recently issued, records a number of services 
which members are giving to their country. 

In June, 1939 (says the report), the Cl formed a Civil 
Nursing Unit at the engpeies of Miss M. Raphacl. The girls 
managed to get their first-aid certificates before the holidays. 
When war broke out, six girls were taken on full-time at local 
first-aid posts. Many of them, remaining in their ordinary work, 
volunteered for part-time service in the evening. First-aid and 
home nursing classes have been held regularly, and there 
are now a considerable number of members in the Club who 
hold the L.C.C. and St. John certificates. In May, 1939, five 
girls volunteered for the A.F.S., and three of them have been 
serving full time since war broke out. One Club member who 
has taken net — is a voluntary A.R.P. warden. Two 
members joi the Land Army and enjoy the work so much 
that they hope to continue on the land when the war is over. 
Six of the boy Associate members have joined H.M. Forces. A 
Comforts Fund and Knitting oe y | are doing good work. Most 
of the Club workers volunteered for one of the Services when 
war broke out. There are now three in the A.F.S., one in the 
A.T.S., one is an Air Raid Warden, one an Ambulance Driver, 
and four are Red Cross Nurses. 

Under the heading “ St. John Nursing Section,” the report 
says that 
the strength of No. 76 (East London) Nursing Division has 
increased to 52 full and uniformed members, including two 
Divisional Surgeons and two hospital sisters who serve as 
Nursing Officers in the Division. Mrs. Lionel de Rothschild is 
not only the Divisional President but also an officer in the 
Division. Our members are to be found as probationers in 
hospital, staffing A.R.P. posts, members of the Civil Nursing 
Reserve, and the V.A.D

ABOUT

OST young people when they are 
Mf incuteine in the day dreams which are 
their special privilege like to imagine 
what they are going to be when they grow 
up. At first some of these plans are api to 
be coloured by the limited experience of 
extreme youth. A boy will declare his firm 
intention of becoming a policeman or a bus 
conductor, for instance, and he ends by 
becoming a solicitor or a stockbroker. The 
thoughts of youth, as the poet sang, are long. 
long thoughts, but they do not always fly 
straicht. The choice of a career is important 
and it is well that we should think about it 
as early as possible, modifying our ideas, 
perhaps, as our experience broadens. 
Two Lives 
What TI want to ‘suggest to you to-day is 
that what we call our “careers” do not 
make up the whole of our lives and that it 
iS just as important to give a thought to that 
ont of our lives which will lie outside our 
usiness or professional activities as it is to 
“ what we are going to be.” What are we 
going to do with our leisure when we grow 
older? Are we going to use it solely for 
ourselves, employ it exclusively for our 
selfish enjoyment or amusement, or are we 
going to spare some portion of it at least for 
the benefit of others, on behalf of the Com- 
munity to which we belong? It is both 
portions of our life that will make our 
characters, determine the sort of men or 


“women we are going to be 


The question I have asked is of especial 
importance because there has been a 
tendency, which some of us older folk have 
Observed with growing concern, for valued 
communal workers to drop out through 
death and other causes“and to leave gaps 
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which are either not filled at all or are 
imperfectly filled. In the latter case there 
has been a distinct lowering of the standard 
of conimunal work. Unless there ts a con- 
stant stream of recruits ready to take the 
places of those who drop out it is clear that 
the communal machinery must run down 
and eventually stop altegether. So when 
you are thinking about your careers, I want 
you to think at the same time about the sort 
of communal work that you mean to do. 


CHOICE FOR RECRUITS 


At the present time, recruits are being 
enlisted for the armed forces of the Crown, 
and within certain limits they are able jo 
choose the unit in which they wish to serve, 
such as the Royal Air Force, the Navy, the 
Artillery, and so on. Similarly, a wide 
choice awaits our communal recruits4o suit 
all tastes. One can work. in the boys’ and 
girls’ clubs, for charities like the Board of 
Guardians or the Soup Kitchen, for temples 
of healing like the London Jewish Hospital, 
institutions like the Home for Aged Jews or 
the Home for Incurables: or one can hel 
educational organisations like the Jewis 
voluntary schools, the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, or the Talmud Torahs. 
I have mentioned only a few of the outlets 
for communal service. All of these need 
workers in a great many different capacities. 
One can always be satisfied with a useful 
field of activity. It is to “ Young Israel ” 
that we look to maintain the record of 
communal service which has been such a 
proud tradition of Anglo-Jewry. I feel sure 
that we shall not look in vain.

JEWISH BOARDING SCHOOLS 
New Evacuation Addresses 


As many districts, particularly on the South Coast, have been 
declared protected areas by the military authorities, nu has been 
found necessary by the greater number of schools to evacuate 
to other districts where their essential job of teaching the 
younger generation can go on with less disturbance of normal 
routine. Several well-known Jewish boarding and private 
schools in the South are numbered among those which have 
ae a to seek other premises, and details of them are now 
avatia 

Mansfield College for Girls, for instance, which has been long 
considered by many as one of the leading private Jewish educa- 
tional institutions and whose beautiful premises at Hove, Sussex, 
dave always been looked on as a model of their kind, has been 
removed to North Wales. It was with great regret that the 
Principal, Dr. Nancie Hart decided on this step. The College 
is now conducting its usual full curriculum of work and hours 
ot play, exercise, and national service in many forms at the 
Voelas Arms Hotel, Pentrevoclas, near Bettws-y-Coed. It ts 
situated in an isolated part amid mountainous country. Adjoin- 
ing the College is a farm from which produce is obtained. 
There are now only a few vacancies for pupils. It has been 
decided to keep the College open forthe summer holrdays 

Another well-known school, with a fine scholastic reputation, 
which has moved to North Wales, is Whittingehame College, 
also from Hove. The headmaster is Mr. J. Halevy. The new 
school is at Danyrallt Park, Llangadock, North Carmarthenshire. 
Through the estate passes a river with half a mile of sole fishing 
and bathing rights. There are a large kitchen garden and a cow 
and chicken farm. Boys and girls are accepted at this school. 

Sull another in Wales now is Arych House School, formerly 
in Brighton. Its new address is Bronwydd Castle, Henilan, 
Cardiganshire, which is set in the midst of 900 acres of lovely 
woodland scenery, 600 feet above sea ievel. Boys and girls 
can board at the school, who ec Principal is Mr. S. G. Eliassoff. 

Macaulay House College has moved from Cuckfield, Sussex, 
to the Place Hotel, St. Columb Minor, Newquay, Cornwall. 
and can still take a limited number of boys and girls aged 6 
to 13. There are playing grounds and tennis courts, and home 
produce is provided. Mr. and Mrs. P. Cowen are the Principals. 

From Hove to Cromhall, Charfield, Gloucestershire, has 
gone Beaconsfield College, the co-educational boarding schoo! 
of which Mr, Charles Lyon-Maris is Principal. The school is 
now in a country manor house with 13 acres of grounds. 

Regent's Park School, which is under the direction of Mr. 
W. E. Steel and Mrs. A. Shindler, is now at The Hall, Hadden- 
ham, Bucks. This school also is co-educational, and children 
are accepted from the age of five. Home-grown frum and 
Vegetables are among the amenities at this establishment. 

At Exford, on Exmoor, are now the premises of Carmelcourt 
School, Birchington. Mrs. Naomi Bentwich-Birnberg takes full 
charge of children from 3 to 10 ‘years old, and ¢ school's 
address is Exemead, Exford, Minehead, Somerset. 

The Bournemouth School, St. Mary's Lodge School, whose 
Headmaster is Mr. D. M. J. eaeion, is now at Wonham 
Barton, Bampton, near Tiverton, Devon. This is a boys’ school.

“mandelach"? At any rate.-I think J 
ought to tell him of the happy question of a 
new maid, who, on seeing a cardboard 
packet of the square farfel for the first time. 
asked: “Is that Lux?”

N the present struggle everybody counts. 

If you are a woman taking no apparent 

part in the struggle for freedom that 
is being waged around you, you automati- 
cally become as much a unit in it as the 
eager young soldier in full battle kit who 
clatters past you in the street. And one 
of your most imperative duties at present 
is to retain and to increase your physical 
and your nervous wellbeing. 

There are several ways in which you can 
accomplish this aim. You can impose upon 
yourself a mental censorship which excludes 
all depressing and gloomy thoughts, and 
the best way to do this is to fill your mind 
with constructive ideas and projects. If you 
pay the’ strictest attention to your physical 


health, and set out earnestly to get fit, you 
will find that morbid ideas wijl tend to 
disappear like snow in the spring sunshine. 
For. mundane as it may appear, mental 
gloom is very “often traceable to nothing 
more serious than the lackadaisical function- 


ing of the body and its failure to work to 


full capacity; indigestion, for instance, is 
as potent a cause of gloom in war-time as 
in peace-time! 

Regular physical exercise is essential to 
real physical well-being and has a surpris- 
ingly soothing effect on nerves jangled by 
daily difficulties. If you can do your exer- 
cises in Company with others, you will add 
a great deal to the pleasure derived from 
it. You should get together with your 
friends, form a group, and try to fit in the 
physical jerks programme that suits the 
majority of them best.

classes a selection of elementary exercises. 


Such exertises will improve your figure, 


increase your capacity for good restful sleep, 
and help you to digest and enjoy the 
simpler food you now eat. But remember 
that exercises that are designed to suit men 
are not necessarily the ones that improve 
the female physique. Physiological facts 
must be borne in mind—you don't want to 
start developing lumps of muscles on your 
arms, or cultivate the rigid deportment of 
the soldier. 

Bending and stretching exercises are the 
best. You should put on your swim suit, 
without wasting any regrets on the sea-side 
summer holiday of which the war has 
deprived you. You're going to feel as fit 
when vou have finished the exercises as if 
you had sun-bathed all day on the beach 
and swum in the ocean. Start by a quick 
march or run to get yourself wom and your 
muscles supple. If there is dance music on 
the radio, switch it on, otherwise a gramo- 
phone will serve. When you feel comfort- 
ably warmed up, go through a series of 
stretching exercises, on your toes and then 
sinking back again. Look up at the sky and 
smile While you work. Open your windows, 
let in ye sunshine, and enjoy yourself, 


Put on your swim suit, 
look up at the sky and smile 


An excellent exercise is that which com- 
prises the bending and stretching of the 
knees at the same time as you march to a 
waltz or slow foxtrot. Stretch both your 
arms, the left one across the chest, to the 
right and at the same time step forward with 
the left foot. Then swing both arms across 
to the left and at the same time sink down 
on the right Knee almost, bul not quite, to 
the floor. Rise again, step forward with 
the right foot this time, and then swing the 
arms back to the right as you go down on 
the left knee. Continue these alternate 
movements, and you will find that when 
you have practised for a littl while you 
will experience a sort of mental 
exhilaration.

That ts because you are exercising not 
only the body but also mental control over 
muscles and nerves which in everyday life 
are not much called on, and the subsequent 
poise this gives you smooths away nerve 
jangles and mental disharmonies. 

You should make up a series of move- 
ments in this way, always adding to them 
further movements that are directly Opposite 
to each other. For instance, when you 
have worked your arms to and fro together, 
begin to work them in the opposite direc- 
tions, and in the opposite way again to your 
foot movements. 

Leg swinging, from both the hip and the 
knee, should be done in lines with your 
friends, and as rhythmically as possible. 

For individual exercises, if you are unable 
to form a group, try bending forward from 
the hips, with the arms outstretched, to touch 
the toes without bending the knees; skipping; 
arm-stretching (which should be done as 
though you held heavy pails of milk in 
each extended hand and without moving Jhe 
body); and lying on the floor and raising 
the legs alternately and together. Never 
attempt to strain or force your muscles. 
Remember that you are seeking ease and 
grace, not jerks and stumbles. 

For additional healthfulness, drink two 
or more glasses of cold water each day, 
always sleep with the windows open, and 
make time, even if you are a busy single- 
handed housewife, for some kind of reading 
each day which appeals to you. | 

Set out to get healthy, and you will find 
that the dependence on you personally to 
help in the present struggle will not have 
been misplaced and that you will exert an 
influence for constructive helpfulness, com- 
bined with charm and new-found happiness. 


For every 4ib., Ilb. of salt will be 
required. Failure is often due to the use of 
too little salt. Use runner or French beans, 
and they must be young, fresh, and tender. 
Wash and dry them, and remove the strings, 
and either slice them or break them into 
short lengths. If very small, they can be left 
whole. 

Put a layer of salt in the bottom of an 
earthenware or glass jar, and on this a layer 
of beans. Continue to fill the jar with layers 
of salt and beans, pressing the beans down 
well and finishing with a layer of salt. 
Cover with paper or a cloth and leave for a 
few days. when the beans will have shrunk, 
and the jat can be filled with more beans 
and salt. Cork the jar and cover with 
bladder or melted paraffin wax. Examine at 
intervals to see that the beans are entirely 
covered with salt. 

if the jar is stored on a stone floor raise 
on a piece of wood. 

To use the beans, remove from the 4lt 
and wash thoroughly in several waters, then 
soak for two hours. Cook in boiling water 
without salt until they are tender (25-35 
minutes). Drain and serve. 


Peas and Broad Beans 


Peas and broad beans can also be pre- 
served in salt, and for these use glass jars 
with tightly fitting lids. Put a layer of salt 
in the bottom of the jars, and mix the peas 
and beans with more salt before packing the 
jars, otherwise there may be air pockets 
between the vegetables not filled with salt. 
Have a thick layer of salt on the top, and 
if it settles down put more salt in. 


Soak for 12 hours before using. 


How To Dry 


Born peas and broad beans can be dried, and 
this is an inexpensive method, as the only 
apparatus required are drying trays, which can 
be made quite simply by nailing wooden lathes 
into a rectangle or square and stretching wire 
gauze, canvas, or cheese cloth over. If wire ts 
used, a loose piece of muslin should be put over 
it before the peas or beans are spread out. 

Peas or beans, which should be young and 
fresh, should be shelled and blanched, that 1s, 
steamed for 5 to 10 minutes or plunged into 
boiling, salted water for 5 minutes. It ts a 
good plan to put them m a muslin bag so that 
you can lift them’ about easily. After blanch- 
ing, transfer them to cold water, drain well, and 
spread out on your trays. 

For drviag, temperatures higher than 150°F 
shoul never be used and the oven door should 
be left ajar to allow steam to escape. If you 
have a gas oven with a regulator, adjust the 
heat as low as possible by the main tap and not 
the regulator, because when the latter is used 
and the oven door is left open the gas rises 
automatically. A good plan is to use the oven 
or stove after the day's cooking is over. This 
may mean that the drying cannot be completed 
all at once, but even if the process is imter- 
rupted, no appreciable harm is done to the 
vegetables. Where a coal range is used, the 
vegetables can be dried on the rack above, but 
oe shouid be covered to protect them from 

ust. 

Peas and beans should be dried until they are 
brittle and then allowed to cool for 12 hours 
before packing. Pack in paper bags, tins, or 
jars, and keep in a dry place away from the 
light. If necessary, the jars. must be covered 
with dark paper. 

When you cook these dried peas or beans, 
soak in cold water for 12 hours or overnight. 
Steam or boil in salted water until tender.

Working Class Seize Their Chance

fhe 63rd Annual General Meeting of The Drhstillers 
Company Limited was held in the North British Station 
Hotei. Edinburgh, on Friday, July 19, 1940, when the Right 
Hon. Lord Forteviot, O.B.E.. M.C., Chairman of the 
Company, presided 

Ihe Chairman said: 

Before reviewing the activities of the Company during 
the past year, may I be permitted to refer to the deep 
regret felt by the Board, and, | am sure, the general body 
of Stockholders, at the death of Mr. T. Horace Harvey. 
Mr. Harvey had been a Director since 1936, but his associa- 
tion with the Company had extended over a period of forty 
years through his connection with our Subsidiary, the United 
Yeast Co., Lid... of which he was Chairman 

[he Reports and Accounts, copies of which have been 
in your hands for some time, I presume I may take as read. 

Ihe Profit for the year. arrived at after providing for 
Depreciation ot Fixed Assets. Reserve for Investments, and 
allowing tor Baxation and Contingencies, amounts to 
{2.428.841 [he corresponding figure last year was 
£2.482.202. It will be appreciated that, as the charge for 
Imperial Taxation in the Accounts of the Parent and 
Associated Companies was: of necessity much greater than 
for the previous year, although the net profit was Jower, 
the actual Trading results showed an increase. The profit 
figure for the vear under review was materially affected in 
different ways by (1) an abnormal increase in Export of 
Whisky. and (2) the war-time restriction on the output of 
Grain and Malt Distilleries, which resulted in these Works 
being. silent for part of the vear. In these circumstances 
the Board considered it even more advisable than usual 
to be conservative in arriving at the balance available for 
distribution to Stockholders. On several occasions in the 
past your attention has heen drawn to the pgactice of the 
Company in reserving the profit on Sales new Spirit 
to Subsidiary and Associated Companies until the Spirit 
is used. This year, part of this reserve became free because 
the quantity of Spirit used was in excess of the new Spirit 
produced. The sum thus freed has been retained in Sus- 
pense, so that it will be available to meet the future burden 
of rebuilding stocks of matured Whisky, which are at 
present depleted, due to the increase in Export Sales and 
the restrictions on distilling. already referred to. Further, 
the appropriations to Reserves for the year and the carry 
forward total £1.213,657 as against £1,086.898 last year. 

When addressing you last vear | declined to forecast the 
rate of Dividend which the Company would be able to 
pay in the future, and little did I realise then how sub- 
sequent events were to justify my decision. In recommend- 
ing the Dividend. which later on I shall propose, the Board 
have taken what might be termed a middle course— 
between excessive caution and liberality which overlooks 
the possibility of unexpected reverses. | am confident this 
policy will recerve your full support. 

In these days no one can foretell the course of events, 
but moi right | should tell vou that the Properties and 
Stocks belonging to the Parent and Subsidiary Companies 
are Weill spread throughout the country, that the stocks are 
covered by War Risks and other Insurances, and that sub- 
stantial Reserves have been built up within the Group. 

Turning to the Balance Sheet. It will be observed that 
the. Issued Capital has increased by £4,276,385 as a result 
of the capitalisation of part of the Reserve Fund referred 
to in my remarks last year and since confirmed by the 
Stockholders. The expenses of the new Issue amounted to 
£29,374, and this has been written off against the year's 
profits 

The sums due-to and by Subsidiary and Associated Com- 
panies, as compared with the previous year, show a net 
increase in the Parent Company's indebtedness to them of 
a little over £4,500,000. Against this, however, the cash 
on hand has increased by £4,231.545. As the Parent Com- 
pany acts as Banker for the Group these figures vary from 
time to time. The increase in the cash held by the Group 
has arisen mainly from the two causes I have already 
referred to—(a) the reduction in Stocks caused by large 
export deliveries, and (b) the restriction in distilling. 
Sundry Investments show an increase of £1,245.520. the 
greater part of which is due to our increased holding in 
Government Securities. 

The Company, in March. 1940, invested £1,000.000 in 
3 per cent. War Loan 1955/59, and, since the close of the 
financial year, £3,000.000 in 24 per cent. War Bonds 
1945 1947, 

A holding in B. X. Plastics Limited has been purchased 
during the year. This Company is engaged in the manu- 
facture of Plastics, which ha¥e been the subject of investiga- 
tion for some time past by our Research Organisation. The 
use of Plastics is rapidly developing. and every day new 
Outlets are being found for this material. 3 
The amount invested in. Subsidiary Companies shows 
little change. Careful consideration has been given to the 
valuation of all our Investments, and these are inserted at 
conservative figures. 

None of the other items in the Balance Sheet calls for 
special reference. 

As | have already indicated, operations at our Potable 
Distilleries were severely curtailed shortly after the out- 
break of war, due to the necessity of diverting cereals for 
other and more urgent uses, principally stock feeding 
purposes. 

Distilling can only now be carried on under licence issued 
by the Ministry of Food, and, by Government decree, we 
are not permitted to make more during the current year 
than one-third of the quantity produced during the twelve 
months to September 30, 1939. 

If this restricted output should be continued for any length 


of time it will be readily appreciated that a gap will be — 


created in our Company's stocks which will become increas- 
ingly difficult to bridge. 

an attempt to minimise the effect of this restriction 
Pad distilling, we wore compelled to adopt a moderate 
rationing scheme for our Home Trade customers, which 


would have been applied to Export Markets also had not 
the Government stressed the importance in the National 
interest of maintaining and even increasing exports at all 
costs, particularly to the dollar markets. For this reason 
we have given exports free rein, but, unless we can induce 
the Government to release a larger quantity of cereals for 
the manufacture of new Whisky. we may be obliged, for 
our Own preservation, to restrict the quantity we have been 
sending overseas. 


Sales of Potable Spirit in the Home markets show an_L 
increase for the year ended March 31 last, which ts le 


end of the financial year of the Group Companies dealing 
with this commodity. You are doubtless aware that, in 
the Finance Act (No. 2) last September, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer put on an extra Duty of 10s. to the already 
exorbitant Duty of 72s. 6d. per proof gallon, and, not 
satisfied with this, added a further ISs. in April of this 
year, making 97s. 6d. per proof gallon. It is too early yet 
to see the cumulative effect of these two increases, but so 
far it has caused a marked decrease in our Home Sales. 

Our Proprietary Scotch Whisky trade in Export markets 
has shown a steady increase throughout the year, and our 
Blénding Companies experienced very fitthe mconvenience 
in maintaining regular shipments, due to the magnificent 
work of the Royal Navy in keeping the trade routes open 
and the indomitable courage of the men of our Mercantile 
Marine. Increased shipments to the U.S.A. and Canada 
show that the demand for our products on that Continent 
is still increasing. Improved Gin sales in both Home and 
Export markets disclose that our Brands more than retain 
their popularity. 

The demand for Industrial Alcohol up to the outbreak 
of -war was well maintained, in fact there was a slight 
increase over the corresponding period of the preceding 
vear. After the outbreak of war, the Industrial Alcohol 
Controller, under the Ministry of Supply, took over the 
control of the Factories. Itwwas of the greatest assistance 
to the Government that our Factories were in full opera- 
tion and that we. in collaboration with the United Molasses 
Company Limited, had taken the precaution, before the 
outbreak of war. of laying down a large emergency stock 
of Raw Material. 

The Yeast Factories have continued to operate success- 
fully, andgthe quality of the output has been very satts- 
factory. Since war started the sales have increased, due 
mainly to the restriction of imports. Costs of our materials 
have gone up considerably, but the policy in co-operation 
with the Ministry of Food has been not to increase the sale 
price, as it was deemed desirable to prevent. any. rise in 
the price of bread. The greater output has enabled us to 
maintain this policy. We realise the supreme importance 
of maintaining this key industry in war-time in a state of 
constant efficiency. 

On the Chemical side of our business the Research 
Organisation has again been active in investigating and 
developing all possible methods for the manufacture of 
Synthetic Chemicals. They are also working on various 
problems connected with Government requirements. 

[he Building Materials Section continuesyo develop, and 
is showing a reasonable profit. The loss of busifess caused 
by the slump in private building has been made up to a 
considerable exient by the use of the product for National 
purposes. 

| am sure the Stockholders will be glad to know that the 
Board have granted allowances on a gencrous scale to all 
employees.who have joined up for National Service. This 
constitutes a large percentage of our Staffs. These aliow- 
ances come up for review from time to time. 

While on this subject. L should like to refer to the 
invaluable services of the Staff during.the past year. In 
war-time as well as in peace they have given their usual 
loval and efficient service. 

The National Savings Movement has received sympathetic 
consideration by the Board, and large blocks of War Savings 
Certificates have been purchased under arrangement that 
employees repay by weekly instalments. The response by 
all concerned.has been very satisfactory. 

You will observe from the Annual Report that Sir 
Alexander Walker, on his retiral from business, resigned 
from the Board. Sir Alexander's distinguished career is 
too well known to you all to need repetition. His retiral 
is a great loss to us, and we appreciate most highly the 
services he rendered during his long connection with the 
Company. 

Following Sir Alexander's retiral, the Board decided to 
appoint Mr. Dargie and myself to the Management Com- 
mittee, where Mr. Dargie’s personality and ability will con- 
tinue to be of the greatest value to our Organisation. 

{ have now much pleasure in moving the adoption of the 
Report, which recommends payment of a Final Dividend on the 
Preference Stock of 3 per cent., less tax, making, with the 
Interim Dividend of 3 per cent. already paid, a Dividend of

The 35th annual general meeting of the Amalgamated Dental

Cash in hand and 
at call and short notice reflected an increase of nearly 
£3,000,000. The statement of accounts as at September 30 last 
contained the Suspense items Pending returns from 
Hamburg agency, £73,381." Although that agency was not now 
under their control, he was pleased to say that practically the 
whole of that amount had since been recovered 

The balance of profit for the year, after making suitable 
appropriations to contingencies account, was £563,860 and the 
amount for disposal was £732,932. It was recommended that 


£150,000 be allocated to the Officers’ Pension Fund. that a final - 


dividend of 7s. be paid, together with a bonus of 2s. per share, 
making a total of 14 per cent. for the year, £157.932 being carried 
forward.

> throughout South Africa, although unsettled, had remained 
wonderfully steady during the year under review. By virtue 
of her sound position, largely due to the contimued prosperity 
o! the gold mining industry, South Africa's entsy into the war 

association with Great Britain had been accompanied Dy 
ttle or no economic confusion, and, after the initial shock and 
the necessary psychological readjustment, there had been evidence 


that business was settling down ta comparatively stable 
foundations. 


it was generally accepted that the Union was entering a period 
Of further economic expansion and industrial activity and, with 
the object of encouraging the use of the anticipated oppor- 
tunities, the Government had introduced legislation for financing 
hew enterprises and developing existing industries. 

\lthough it had been evident for years that the production 
of gold had been the corner stone of the economic structure 
of the Union, the paramount importance of the industry had 
seldom, if ever, been more clearly marked than during the past 
year. Fresh records had been established in the quantity of ore 
milled and the number and value of fine ounces recovered. 

As regarded the farming industry, climatic conditions during 
the year had not been altogether favourable, but the Secretary 
for Agriculture stated that farming conditions generally had 
been satisfactory and that there had been no break in the con- 
tinurty of the efforts of the Government to facilitate the regenera- 
tion of the industry on a basis that would encourage development 
on the soundest possible lines. Further improvement. in the 
Production and sales of the farming industry was expected. 


OUTLOOK FOR CURRENT YEAR 

While the outlook for the current year was overshadowed 
by the war, there were certain aspects worthy of comment as 
they afforded grounds for confidence in the economic future 
of the Union. The gold mining industry was maintaining a 
Policy of vigorous development; widespread deposits of base 
minerals were being specially investigated; farming products 
were in good demand and basic conditions in the industry were 
registering steady improvement; secondary industries were well 
employed and every effort was being made to encourage sound 
development; major schemes for harbour and road extension 
were being put into effect: municipal development programmes 
were being continued; and, finally, the national and railway 
budgets reflected a satisfactory position. Those factors and the 
increasing diversity of activity indicated that the Union would 
be able to gain full advantage from any favourable turn in 
Oversea affairs, 

In the course of a review of other African countries, he said 
that the steady expansion evident for a number of years in the 
external trade of Southern Rhodesia had not been quite main- 
tained in 1939, but the growing importance of activities other 
than gold mining—upon which the Colony was largely depen- 
conta encouraging. The copper mining industry s progress 
In South-West Africa, markets, principally in America, had been 
found for products which had previously been®purchased by 
Germany, and an improved trend in external trade was con- 
lidently expected to continue.

There is something very attractive, in the present circum- 
stances, in the so definitely “ post-last-war” atmosphere 
of Mr. Ivor Novello’s “ Murder in Mayfair.” which is revived 
at the °Q” Theatre this week. 

It will be six years next September since it was first produced 
at the Globe, with a number of stars including the author himself, 
Fay Compton, Edna Best, and Zena Dare. This present revival 
makes a very efficient job of the drama. Leueen MacGrath 
navigates with courage and vigour the tricky course which the 
author set his neurotic “ victim,” a course which in les¢ com- 
petent hands might lead to a synthetic incredibility.

LIGHT-HEARTED SPY STUFF 
Good Entertainment 


How a Czech armament manufacture and his daughter 
escape to England when the Germans march im, how they 
are kidnapped by Nazis and taken to Germany, and how 
they are rescued on the eve of the outbreak of war is the 
plot of Night Train To Munich, a straightforward, fast- 
moving spy story, without any propaganda. 

We are given a glimpse of a concentration camp, and 
there 1s much “ Heil Hitlering ” and clicking of heels, but 
the general tone of the film is one of licht-heartedness, 
which is only to be expected when Rex Harrison 1s the 
British secret agent and his chance confederates are our old 
friends Naunton Wayne and Basil Radford. 

These two repeat the parts they created in “ The Lady 
Vanishes.” Comparisons with that film are inevitable, 
especially as Margaret Lockwood is again the heroine. The 
story is exciting enough to hold one’s interest throughout, 
there is plenty of humour, and the acting of the principals 
is polished, but the film lacks the inventiveness of “ The 
Lady,” and the direction of Carol Reed cannot compare 
with that of Hitchcock.

THE YOUTH PROBLEM 


The youth problem is just as acute in the U.S.A. as every- 
where else, judging by the latest March of Time film 
America’s Youth.

Down Went 
McGinty A” cert.) is mainly the story of how McGuinty 
went up with a rush, after being “ adopted © by the political 
boss of the town.

When 
at last he consents to reform it is too late, and he only 
involves the political boss in” his own ruin. 

Ihe story is told through flashbacks, which ts a pity, 
but whenever Brian Donlevy as McGinty and Akim 
Tamiroff as the Boss are on the screen the film ts a riot 
of malicious fun. Muriel Angelus is good, too, as the wife 
who loves the man McGinty isn't. 


BROADWAY BACKSTAGE

is teamed up with the charming Eleanor Powell tn a plethora 
of dance numbers exhibiting all sides of their versatility, 
finishing with a triple act which includes George Murphy.
